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Moda’i to visit U.S. 
for talks on aid

WASHINGTON. — Finance Minis- 
* eT ^ t2 ^. a k Moda’i has been invited 
t o. Washington early next month to 
continue talks with the Reagan 
administration on increased U.S. 
economic assistance to Israel. 

Mods' i. who will meet Secretary 
of State George Shultz, Treasury 
Secretary James Baker and other 
senior U.S. officials, will press 
Israel’s case for a two-year $1.5 
billion emergency supplemental 
economic-aid request that would be 
attached to the already-passed 1985 
fiscal-year legislation. 

■ Assuming that U.S. and Israeli 
economic and legal experts complete 
all the outstanding, largely technical 
details of the proposed Free Trade 
* Area agreement. Moda'i might also 
- sign such a document at a ceremony 
in Washington. 

U.S. and Israeli officials said 
yesterday that Moda'i would spend 
several days in Washington in the 
first week of March. It would be bis 
first visit to Washington since be- 
coming finance minister. 

The U.S. and Israeli officials 
agreed that it was by no means 
certain that any economic aid in- 
crease for Israel would be 
announced during the Moda'i visit. 
The Americans are clearly prepared 
to increase economic aid to Israel 
beyond the $1.2 billion level 
appropriated last year. But there is 
ho final decision about a final 
amount. 

- The administration has deferred 
Israel’s request for emergency eco- 
nomic assistance until more progress 

- 
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has been achieved in redaring infla- 
tion and cutting the budget. 
Washington is continuing its policy 
of using economic-aid increases for 
Israel as leverage in seeking to en- 
courage greater Israeli economic re- 
forms. 

The Moda'i visit will come just 
days before Egyptian President Hos- 
ni Mubarak’s scheduled meeting at 
the White House with President 
Ronald Reagan on March 12. Saudi 
King Fahd is due in Washington on 
Monday for talks with Reagan, 
Shultz, Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger and other U.S. officials. 

Israeli officials said Moda'i will 
press his case for an increased U.S. 
financial “safety net” to bolster 
Israel’s dwindling fpreign-currency 
reserves. They said that this involves 
mostly more direct U.S. economic 
grants for Israel. 

Israel has been assured of receiv- 
ing at least $1 .2b. in economic grants 
as pan of the 1986 budget. 

But by proposing an increase over 
the $1.2b. level as part of a 1985 
supplemental-budget request, the 
administration would avoid increas- 
ing the ceiling of the 1986 budget, 
which Reagan submitted to Con- 
gress an Monday. Such a bookkeep- 
ing maneuver, U.S. officials said, 
would help placate the congressmen 
most opposed to the mounting U.S. 
budget deficits. 

The Americans also noted 
another side benefit from this book- 
keeping maneuver - it would be 
presented to Congress and to Israel 
as a one-time emergency package, 
and not as part of the regular 
foreign-aid allocation for Israel. No 
annual precedents would thus be set.

U.S. seen granting 
emergency aid request 


There is a growing feeling in both 
Israeli government and American- 
Jewish circles that die U.S. adminis- 
tration will soon grant Israel 
emergency financial ad. This will 
probably be done reluctantly, and in 
response to Israel’s urgent need for 
extra funds to bolster its foreign- 
currency reserves, rather than in 
response to the economic-policy me- 
asures that the Israel government 
has actually taken. 

These are regarded by the U.S. as 
not enough to effect a major change 
in the Israeli economy. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i 
reportedly intends to ask the U.S. 
for additional aid during his trip to 
Washington next month, in order to 
stave off a serious foreign-currency 
’ reserves crisis. This could happen if 
' the reserves continue to dwindle at 


the rate of several hundred million 
dollars each month. 

Until yesterday. Treasury officials 
in Jerusalem would not confirm that 
Moda'i was going to Washington. 
News of the trip was confirmed in the 
U.S., however, and Moda’i is likely 
to take the opportunity to present 
Israeli plans and intentions in the 
field of economic policy, as well as 
the imminent danger of a foreign- 
currency shortage. 

The last mission to present Israel 
aid requests - that of Treasury 
director-general Emmanuel Sharon 
in mid-December - met a very cool 
reception from its American hosts. 
But it is the growing urgency of the 
foreign-currency situation that has 
pushed the finance minister in the 
direction of Washington.

Knesset unit defers 
travel-tax decision

' ~ ' Alignment members of the Knes- 
set Finance Committee are to meet 
with Prime Minister Peres this after- 
noon to complain about the new 
■economic regulations, including the 
travel tax, which some of them have 
.described as “unbearable and un- 
just." 

■ The committee deferred a vote on 
the proposed increase of the travel 
tax to $200, following appeals from 
both Alignment and Likud mem- 
,bers, until next week. The commit- 
tee will continue considering the 
! -Treasury’s request for approval of 
this and other proposed regulations 
later today. 

Yesterday, the committee began 
discussion of the Treasury's request 
to raise the travel tax to $200. This 
proposal was roundly criticized at 
the meeting by representative of 
foreign airlines operating in Israel, 
And by the Travel Agents Associa- 
tion. 

Testifying before the committee 
was a disabled civil servant who has 
been visiting his family in France 
‘twice a year. Imposition of a $200 
'travel tax would constitute a “real 
hardship for many people including 
myself,” he told the committee. 

MX Haim Ramon (Alignment) 


suggested that instead of paying the 
travel tax, an Israeli wishing to go 
abroad be sold a maximum of $1 ,500 
in foreign currency at the prevailing 
traveller's exchange rate, with this 
sum including the cost of the ticket. 
If the traveller wishes to buy more 
foreign currency, be will be able to 
do so, but by paying a “heavy" 
surcharge. <• 

Ramon says his proposed method 
is “progressive and socially just and 
would contribute to the narrowing of 
the country’s balance -of-payments 
gap.”

Lebanon must solve own problems

Israel will not intervene in South 
Lebanon after the Israel Defence 
Forces withdraw but will respond to 
any direct threat to Israel, Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres said during a 
tour of South Lebanon yesterday. 

“We do not intend to play any part 
in the internal politics of Lebanon.” 
after the withdrawal, Peres stressed. 
He was speaking to soldiers manning 
a position at Buksata overlooking 
the port of Sidon and the Awali 
River. 

The position’s former fortifica- 
tions had been ploughed over and 
the soldiers were housed in tempor- 
ary quarters pending the final pull- 
back. 

Responding to soldiers' questions 
in the poorly lit mess hall, the pre- 
mier said that Israel will not return if 


danger threatens the Christians in 
the south. The situation will be left 
entirely in the hands of the Lebanese 
themselves, and “it is their business 
if they choose to save the situation or 
destroy it.” said the premier. 

“We did not intend to stay in 
Lebanon, and now we are leaving. 
We do not want Lebanese soil." 
added Peres. 

However, if there were any dan- 
ger to Israel, “we would act. We 
would re-enter Lebanon and then 
return home.” 

In the past the IDF was able to 
protea Galilee from within the bor- 
ders of Israel, and will be able to do 
so again, he said. 

Peres said that he did not accept 
the dire prophecies of what will 
happen in Lebanon when the IDF 
leaves.

Bern offers pay for S. Lebanon terror 


BEIRUT (AP). ~ Lebanese State Minister for South 
Lebanon and Shi’ite leader Nabih Berri said yesterday 
his ministry will pay wages to guerrilla fighters battling 
against Israel's occupation and vowed more suicide car 
bombings in South Lebanon. 

Berri also called for a general strike throughout 
Lebanon today to protest against what he said was a 
“hysterical” and “criminal” Israeli reaction to an attack 
against an Israeli convoy on Tuesday. 

He said six persons were killed and 57 others wounded 
in Israeli anest raids following a suicide car bombing 
Tuesday, which he claimed killed or wounded 100 Israeli 
soldiers. 

Berri also announced he was formalizing the guerrilla 
activity against the Israeli Army in the south by turning 
his ministry into the "Ministry of the Lebanese National 
Resistance in the South.” 


Mubarak helping PLO, Jordan to form strategy 


CAIRO (AP). - President Hosni 
Mubarak said yesterday that Egypt 
considers it “very important" that 
peace efforts be resumed this year. 

Speaking to journalists after a 
second meeting with visiting West 
German President Richard von 
Weizsaecker, Mubarak also said 
Egypt is trying to help Jordan and 
the PLO to agree on a joint strategy 
for peace negotiations with Israel. 

“I believe there has been concrete 
progress in the process of coordina- 
tion between the PLO and Jordan,” 
Mubarak added without giving de- 
tails. 

He said Egypt hopes for full coor- 
dination between them “so the U.S. 
can help in negotiations with Israel 
to achieve a comprehensive settle- 
ment.” 

Without such coordination, he 
said, “pushing the peace process 


forward will be very difficult.” 

In an interview yesterday in The 
New York Times. Mubarak said 
Israel has not been flexible enough 
in peace efforts. 

"Egypt is also not satisfied with 
the efforts they (the Israelis) are 
making to solve problems for tbe 
sake of peace,” Mubarak said. 


8 arrested in Cairo 
for anti-Israel demo 

CAIRO (AFP). - Eight persons, 
including a central committee mem- 
ber of the Progressive Union Party, 
were arrested for participating in 
anti-Israel demonstrations at the 
Cairo Book Fair last week, the 
opposition paper al-Ahali reported 
yesterday. 


Beirut to send army 
unilaterally into 
S. Lebanon

The Lebanese government has 
told the UN that it will unilaterally 
send its army into the areas to be 
evacuated by Israel in South Leba- 
non. 

This was reported yesterday to 
Foreign Ministry Director-General 
David Kimche by Jean-Claude

General, Javier Perez de Cuellar. 
He came to Jerusalem from a short 
visit to Beirut. 

Aimg said that on no account 
would the Lebanese government 
coordinate anything with Israel. 

Kimche replied that the Lebanese 
decision was all the more regrettable 
because it would most likely be in- 
effective anyway.

Bills for preemie care fall between two stools 


She weighed less than a kilogram 
when she was born. Even 10 years 
ago she would have had little likeli- 
hood of survival. She was in an 
intensive-care unit for premature in- 
fants for 5 k: months, at a cost of just 
over $50,000. Today, almost three 
years later, she is a normal child who 
goes to nursery school. 

One of every 10 babies in Israel in 
born prematurely. And six of every 


10 premature babies require inten- 
sive care. Israel has more than a 
dozen intensive-care units for prem- 
ature infants and most of them are 
always full. 

The average premarure infant 
spends from one to six months in the 
unit, as a cost of about $300 a day. 
The bills for their care are stagger- 
ing, but there is no one to send them 
to. The hospitals are forced to 
absorb this cost themselves. 

Since the health funds do not pay

maternity benefits, and since the 
National Insurance Institute pays a 
flat fee based on the cost of a normal 
delivery and a healthy newborn, no 
one covers the expensive care of the 
premature in font. 

The reasons are historical: when 
these fees were set. very few babies 
received care in the special unit and 
the type of intensive care given today 
did not yet exist. 

Typical is the neo-natal intensive- 
care unit at the ShaareZedek Medic- 
al Centre in Jerusalem. Although 
officially a 1 0-bed unit, it never has 
fewer than 15 prematurely bom in- 
fants in the unit and sometimes it has 
as many as 20. Daily, the staff have 
to decide which of the infants has 
greater need of the limited number 
of infant respirators. Often they shift 
the respirators from one baby to 
another every hour or two. 

Shaare Zedek gets babies from the 
Misgav Ladach Hospital in Jeru- 
salem, which does not have a neo- 
natal intensive-care unit, as well as 
from East Jerusalem and the West 
Bank. 

Neo-natal-care units, though in- 
tended for all newborns, are needed 
primarily by premature infants. 

Not oniy does the hospital not get 
paid for the infant's care, but if the 
baby comes from another hospital. 


the Nil maternity payment gpes to 
the hospital where the mother deli- 
vered. 

In recent months the lack of units 
for the care of premature babies has 
been much discussed among various 
. ministries and has also been raised in 
the Knesset. But so for no one has 
come up with a solution. The Health 
Ministry thinks the Nil should pay, 
the Nil thinks the ministry should 
pay, and the health funds remain 
prudently out of the fray. 

The Health Ministry says that 
another 15 to 20 intensive-care units 
are needed, at a cost of some $50,000 
each, but because of the freeze on 
government spending, they have not 
been ordered. 

In the meantime, the number of 
premature infants born continues to 
climb. This is partly because of mod- 
ern treatment for infertility and part- 
ly because of the increased number 
of extra-uterine (test-tube) fertiliza- 
tions, both of which result in a grea- 
ter percentage of multiple births 
(multiple-btrth babies are usually 
smaller than normal). Also, more 
older women are giving birth for the 
first time than in the past. Older 
women are more prone to premature 
deliveries than younger women.

Prime Minister S him on Peres 
and Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin yesterday indicated that 
tougher measures will be insti- 
tuted against rioters and subver- 
sive elements among the West 
Bank Arab population. 

As a result, Jewish settlement 
leaders last night said they were 
encouraged that Arab unrest might 
be quashed soon. 

The crackdown, however, may 
not include deportations and admi- 
nistrative detentions for the time 
being, for security experts have not 
yet endorsed the demand for such 
measures. 

The Likud minis ters are all united 
in the demand to revive the former 
practice of deportations and deten- 
tions, which was fairly common be- 
tween 1967 and 1977, when the 
Alignment headed foe government. 

While Peres and Rabin oppose the 
more extreme Likud demands, at 
least for the time being, not all foe 
Alignment ministers are expected 
to line up in a solid bloc against 
deportations and detentions as tbe 
Likud ministers have lined up in 
favour of those measures. 

Industry and Trade Mxnsiter Ariel 
Sharon and Minister without Port- 
folio Moshe Arens have already 
gone on record as demanding swift 
and heavy-handed measures against 
incitement, interference with traffic, 
riots and hostile activity of all kinds. 
Sharon has talked of "selective de- 
portations.” 


Peres has admitted that deporta- 
tions had not been uncommon when 
he was defence minister, but has said 
that he was not sure whether they 
had eased the security situation. If 
the security authorities came up now 
with a proposal to revive deporta- 
tions and a d minsi native detentions: * 
he said, he would not block it. 

Rabin pad yesterday that his minis- 
try's policy in Judea and Samaria had 
not changed. However, he felt the 
Israel Defence Forces should be de- 
ployed there in strength and act 
more frequently. Peres said yester- 
day that the security authorities 
should, wherever possible, extinguish 
fires as they break out and not 
launch sweeping changes. 

Despite the current concern in 
Israel about recent trillings and traf- 
fic ambushes, the security experts 
mas t that apart from a rise in the 
number of Molotov cocktails hurled 
on foe highways, there has been less 
hostile activity of other sorts. 

■Likud ministers say that unrest on 
foe West Bank has become more 
serious of late because foe Palesti- 
nian Arabs believe that tbe Align- 
ment wishes to halt Jewish settle- 
ment and negotiate with King Hus- 
sein of Jordan about foe future of the 
areas. 

Alignment ministers reject this 
thesis, pointing to foe far greater 
turmoil in past years. They also cite 
analysis of security e xperts that the 
situation made the PLO,. foe rela- 
tions between PLO chainnan Yasser 
Arafat and Syria, and foe relations 
between Syria and Jordan are much 
more to blame for the trouble. 


“As of today the Ministry of Resistance will pay 
monthly wages to whoever struggles for the liberation of 
foe south,” Bern said. 

He made the comment at a rally held in West Beirut on 
the first anniversary of Shi’lte and Druse militiamen's 
takeover of foe Moslem part of the capital from 
Christian-controlled Lebanese Army units. 

He said that the main job of foe new ministry was “to 
import weapons, dynamite and mines for foe national 
resistance." 

Berri is also foe leader of foe dominant Shi' ite mil itia 
Amal, which Israel blames for most of the attacks against 
its troops in the south. Addressing himself to Israel’s 
soldiers, he said: “You’ll face resistance like you’ve 
never had before." 

He noted there had been two suicide car bombs aimed 
at Israel over the past half-year and recalled a pledge he 
made earlier to direct 50 such attacks at the Israelis. •

TEL AVIV. - The security forces 
are likely to beef up their patrols in 
the West Bank and get tougher with 
assailants. But no basic policy 
changes are contemplated following 
the recent spate of attacks in Judea 
and Samaria which claimed the lives 
of two Jews in the past few days. 

This emerged from remarks by 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
during and after his visit yesterday to 
foe West Bank sites of foe recent 
attacks. 

Meeting with reporters outside 
foe dvfi-administration office in 
Ramallah, where reserve corporal 
Aharon Avidar was shotjdead on 
Monday. Rabin said it was necessary 
“to do a little more within the 
framework of foe existing policy. 
For example there should be a grea- 
ter Israeli security presence, and 
steps to ensure exploitation of aH the 
information we’have.” 

Action against disturbances will 
be “frill and vigorous," he said. 
Though some improvements are 
planned for the security forces, the 
basic policy followed so far will be 
retained, he added. 

Rabin toured KalkUya, Nablus, 
Ramallah and the Dehaishe refugee 
camp near Bethlehem, where he was . 
briefed about the incidents there.. 

.Opposite Dehaishe he met and 
shook hands with Hebron Rabbi . 
Moshe Levinger, who has been 
camping outside the ca mp for more 


than three months to press for stric- 
ter measures against stone throwers. 
Levinger repeatedly said later that 
he was asked to leave foe area and 
that he was considering doing so in 
anticipation of tougher government 
measures. 

Earlier in the day, stones were 
thrown at Levinger. After that he 
enteral Dehaishe with another man, 
who fired into the air. Soldiers who 
heard the shots entered foe camp 
and ordered the two men out. 

A few hours later Arabs stoned a 
minibus near tbe al-Amari refugee 
camp south of Ramallah, smashing a 
window and wounding a soldier pas- 
senger in the jaw. The bus was 
carrying children to plant trees for 
TuBishvat. 

The bus driver, Ovadiah Salman, 
said he stopped the bus, and sol- 
diers, who were accompanying the 
children, began a search of foe area. 
Border Policemen then arrived and 
took over the search. But no arrests 
were reported by yesterday evening. 

At 3 p.m. an Israel Defence 
Forces truck was stoned near al- 
Amari, and security forces then 
damped a curfew on foe camp. 

North ofiJbere, near the Balata 
refugee camp southeast of Nablus, 
Arabs stoned an IDF patrol. Rut 
there were no damage or casualties, 
military sources said. 

The 10-member inner cabinet 
yesterday met and discussed the re- 
cent disturbances in Judea and 
Samaria.

Pope urged to help nab Mengele

A Jerusalem lawyer who acted as 
an interrogator at the Yad Vashem 
international conference of Au- 
schwitz survivors appealed to Pope 
John Paul n yesterday to help force 
Nazi war-criminal Josef Mengele to 
justice. 

Zvi Terlo, formerly of Poland, 
issued the call because the pontiff 
wields considerable influence in 
South America., where Mengele is 
thought to be hiding. 

“The people who know his pre- 
sent whereabouts shield him," Terlo 
said, calling on the Pope to "order 
them to break their silence.” 

Terlo spoke after the last of 30 
witnesses had given their testimony 
and the members of the panel on 
twins on whom Mengele had ex- 
perimented made their concluding 
statements. 

Panel chairman Gideon Hausner 
called on all governments, religions 
and international organizations 
“which value freedom" to assist in 
the hunt for Mengele. "Voices de- 
nying or mini mizi ng the Holocaust 
are growing: perhaps this is our last 
opportunity," he warned. 

Panelist Arno Motulsky. a gene- 
tics professor at Washington Uni- 
versity. stressed that Mengele, who 
had a Ph.D. in anthropology and an 
M.D. degree, exemplified the way in 
which the Nazis perverted the scien- 
ce of genetics. 

Psychiatrist Dr. Shammai David- 
son. who has' worked extensively 
with camp survivors, said that the 
survival of relatively many of the 
Auschwitz twins Mengele ex- 
perimented on was a rarity. Approx- 
imately 1.250,000 Jewish children 


were killed in the Holocaust. "Every 
time a twin meets a fellow survivor, 
it is as if he found another pan of 
himself.” he said. 

Nazi-hunter Simon Wiesenthal. a 
camp survivor himself, made a plea 
for the Gypsies who were persecuted 
alongside the Jews, to be remem- 
bered. “The hatred for them sur- 
vived Hitler: they have no interna- 
tional voice to plead their case." 

Hebrew University history Profes- 
sor Yehuda Bauer stressed that, like 
Mengele. many German intell ec- 
ru als served in the SS. “Mengele was 
one of 23 doctors in Auschwitz,” he 
added. 

History professor Telford Taylor, 
who was a prosecutor at the Nurem- 
berg war crimes trials in 1946 and 
1947, recalled the case of a high- 
ranking Wehrmacht doctor at the 
trials. There had been a question of 
the speed with which the poison 
phenol works after it is injected into 
the body. Cutting short the prospect 
of lengthy experiments, the doctor 
simply said: “Bring me a test sub- 
ject." 

“Need I say more?” Taylor asked. . 

The first of the six witnesses called 
yesterday was Zvi Speigel. The twins 
called him SpiegeLBarc/u, UncleS- 
piegel, in Hungarian. He was their 
nurse, their mother and father. 
When Mengele called for a pair of 
twins for one of his tests, Speigel 
would delouse and wash the children 
before taking them to the feared 
Auschwitz doctor. 

Spiegel, now 70, was unassuming 
and modest as he testifed at Yad 
Vashem yesterday on the third and 
last day of hearings. 

But Speigel. who arrived in Au- 
schwitz from Hungary in May, 1944, 


was no mere bystander to the experi- 
ments. As. he and his parents and 
sister were driven out of railroad 
cattle cars on the arrival platform at 
Auschwitz, he heard shouts of 
‘Twins, twins." 

Taken to the block in the men’s 
camp where the twins were kept. 
Mengele asked him: “ Warst du Sol- 
dac?” “Were you a soldier?" When 
he answered that he had served in 
the Czech army. Mengele put him in 
charge of the approximately 40 male 
twins, who ranged in age from 6 to 
about 18. Knowing German he also 
acted as interpreter for the children 
most of whom were from Hungary. 

While the twins were resting be- 
tween experiments. Spiegel tried to 
teach them a little arithmetic and 
geography, as be also registered new 
arrivals. 

Spiegel's heroism came to the fore 
when he saved all his younger wards 
from a “selection" ordered suddenly 
one morning by Dr. Tilo. a colleague 
- and possible rival - of Mengele. 
Although he hims elf was not in- 
cluded in the selection, Spiegel 
risked immediate death by indirectly 
alerting Mengele, who promptly 
cancelled the selection. . 

“A camp inmate didn't just send 
messages to Mengele," he said. 

With the liberation of Auschwitz 
by the Red Army on January 27. 
1945. Spiegel walked 36 of his wards 
towards Cracow. One of them. Tho- 
mas Somogyi, was then 11, and now 
lives in Toronto with his wife and 
three children. Somogyi remained in 
contact with Spiegel, whom he calls 
the "real hero" of the twins episode. 

There was spontaneous applause 
after Spiegel concluded his testi- 
mony.

Beersheba - a study in shoestring economics 


BEERSHEBA. - City Hall here is 
able to pay salaries to its workers 
only by delaying forwarding to the 
government the money it deducts for 
income tax and social security.

If Modal steps down, 
Sharon may replace him

Industry and Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon would probably be finance 
minister if the present minister, Yit- 
zhak Moda'i, derides to step down. 

The idea of Sharon's taking over 
came, curiously, from Moda'i him- 
self. as a result of his repeated warn- 
ings to Likud and Labour ministers 
alike that he could very quickly de- 
ride he has had enough- Moda'i has 
told colleagues from various factions 
that their failure to show loyalty in 
the party or in the national unity 
coalition has often depressed him 
and brought him to the brink of 
resignation. 

Cabinet ministers told The Jeru- 
salem Post that Moda’i’s black 
moods are reactions to his col- 
leagues' failure to support his econo- 
mic proposals, not over their failure 
to support the appointments he has 
been campaigning to push through. 

Ministers said Moda’i told them 
privately that Sharon sees the Fi- 
nance Ministry as a more suirable 
stepping stone towards his candidacy 
for premier than his present port- 
folio. 

They told The Post that while 
Sharon has been able to appoint 
Herat Party members to top jobs by 
using his influence as industry and 
trade minister, this portfolio does 
not give him the kind of control over 
budgets for Judea and Samaria that 


he sought, to expand his influence 
with the Jewish settlers there. He 
believes be could extend his influ- 
ence faster holding the finance port- 
folio. 

Moda'i was said to have experi- 
enced his most recent disappoint- 
ment on Monday, when the cabinet 
turned down some of his more dras- 
tic tax proposals, such as a 2 per cent 
levy on apartments, a $400 travel 
tax, and an 80 per cent deposit on 
imports. 

When Moda'i first began warning 
his colleagues that they might have 
to deal with Sharon at the Treasury if 
they had complaints against him, he 
worried them somewhat. The Post 
was told. But gradually they began 
to realize that Sharon as finance 
minister might also be tolerable. 

The Alignment has no say in who 
holds the finance portfolio, which 
was assigned to the Likud in the 
coalition negotiations last autumn. 

Most Likud ministers would not 
for one moment risk their political 
careers or their health at the Treas- 
ury. Since 1977. every finance minis- 
ter either struggled against over- 
whelming criticism or quit under 
inauspicious circumstances. 

One Likud minister told The Posr. 
“Why should I go into a ministry 
from which they'd carry me out on a 
stretcher? Now Ariel Sharon would 
run finance if Moda'i quit without 
getting the Likud a worse name than 
it already has.”

“First I was stunned. I wanted to shout but no sound came out. I was so 
terrified I thought I would collapse from fright,” she recalled afterwards. 
“He -cut through my coat and tore off my sweater sleeve. His knife 
approached my chest. It seemed ages until I collectd myself and knocked the 
knife out of his hand,” she continued. 

By the time the assailant recovered his knife, she managed to get her 
tear-gas canister out of her pocket, where she said she always carried it. The 
Israeli Defence Forces recently distributed tear-gas canisters to women 
soldiers for protecjjqcn.rY*

fore the vote on the measure he said 
Moda'i had told the cabinet that if 
the tax caused losses to El Al and 
other airlines, “this will be 
changed." 

In an interview in Yediot Aharon ot 
yesterday, Patt said he had told the 
cabinet that a tax on tickets "had 
been discussed for seven years, and 
we concluded that it would open the 
door to 'arrangements* and bury El 
Al. whose most profitable line is to.

Divorced father loses suit 
to keep kids in secular school 


TEL AVTV (Itim). - A father’s 
request to bar his newly-Orthodox 
ex-wife from transferring their two 
children to a religious school was 
rejected yesterday by the Tel Aviv 
District Court. 

Judge Haim Porat said he could 
not hear the case because a rabbinic- 
al court had ruled in favour of the 
mother - even though he believed 
that court bad overstepped its au- 
thority in the case. 

The father said in his suit that the 
children have been in the mother’s 
custody since their divorce in 1983, 
and he takes them on holidays and 
every other Shabbat. He and his 
ex-wife, he said, are former kibbutz 
members, and the children had been 
brought up in a secular atmosphere. 

Since the divorce, though, the 
mother has begun observing Jewish 
religious law, and now wants to 


transfer the children from a state 
general school to a religious school. 

At the mother's request, a rabbi- 
nical court issued an order last May 
approving the registration of the 
children in a religious school. 

The father’s attorney argued in 
the district court that if the case 
re mains in the jurisdiction of the 
rabbinical court, there is a risk that 
the ex-wife will notify the court that 
the father had caused the children to 
violate Shabbat and the court will 
reduce his visiting rights. 

The judge said that according to 
the divorce agreement, the rabbinic- 
al court hadjurisdiction only if both 
parents agreed to it. But citing Sup- 
reme Court precedents, Porat said a 
district court not simply claim juris- 
diction and ignore the same claim by 
another court.

El Al set to resume Bucharest flights

carrier to stop flying there last De- 
cember. 

A special Israeli team is expected 
to formally conclude an agreement 
in Rumania in a few days, opening 
the door to the resumption of El Al 
flights to the only Communist coun- 


try that maintains a direct air link 
with Israel. " 

The dispute involved technical 
arrangements at the Bucharest end. 
Romania has agreed to El Al’s spe- 
cial demands and Israel agreed to 
give Rumania’s airiine, Tarom, the 
same facilities here. 

A well-informed source here said 
both sides wish to settle the matter 
before Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
departs for Rumania later this 
month. 


AJC to meet pope on recognition

A delegation of the American 
Jewish Committee will meet private- 
ly with Pope John Paul II next week 
and will discuss Vatican recognition 
of Israel. They will also ask various 
European leaders to try to reinforce 
the American attempt in Arab coun- 
tries to persuade them to expedite 
the Middle East peace process. 

This was disclosed bv leaders of 
the AJC in a meeting with members 
of The Jerusalem Post's editorial 
staff. 

They are part of a 100-member 
AJC group attending the organiza- 
tion’s board of governors institute in 
Israel. 

Rabbi Marc Tannenbaum. direc- 
tor of the AJC's international rela- 
tions department, said that in Rome. 
Madrid and Budapest the AJC offi- 
cials will ask government leaders to 
press King Hussein of Jordan and 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak 
to move forward in peace negotia- 
tions with Israel. 

The AJC has recently met with top 
officials in South America and else- 
where on anti-Semitism in the L T N 
and other international forums. Tan- 
neebaum believes that these efforts 
have been effective, and quotes 
Israel's Ambassador to the UN 
Binyamin Netanyahu, who said the

recent credentials fight was the least 
hostile to Israel in some time. 

AJC President Howard Friedman 
told The Post that the AJC. which 
established its Israel office in Jeru- 
salem 25 years ago. will soon expand 
its activities here. The organization 
hopes to promote pluralism in Israeli 
society, and to "introduce some 
American elements and values” that 
are "rare” in Israel, a country of 
"ideological polarization and a re- 
luctance to compromise.” 


He affirmed that the AJC, along 
with other U.S. Jewish organiza- 
tions, voiced their opposition to the 
amendment of the Law of Return, 
which he said is "a genuine Amer- 
ican issue." 

David Gordis. the AJC executive 
vice-president, said the organiza- 
tions Jerusalem staff will be ex- 
panded to include a political liaison 
person and a research staff. 

Asked about the AJCs connec- 
tion with evangelical Christian 
groups in America. Tannenbaum 
said that some 20 or 30 million 
American evengelicals oppose the 
views on church-state relations of 
the Rev. Jerry FaJwell, who is due to 
visit Israel soon and who is cam- 
paigning to "Christianize America.” 

Alfred Moses, a Washington 
lawyer and chairman of the AJC 
executive council, said that Amer- 
ican Jewish organizations have re- 
cently had less influence in congres- 
sional allocations to Israel because 
of the great popularity of the Reagan 
administration and the reluctance of 
Israel to circumvent the administra- 
tion and plead with Congress for 
increased aid. Friedman added that 
“the basic chemistry between Israel 
and the administration is very good, 
perhaps belter than it has ever 
been.” 


Labour-Welfare Min. streamlines self

After more than seven years of the 
"arranged marriage" between the 
former labour and social welfare 
ministries, the Ministry of Labour 
and Social Affairs is preparing to 
consumate the union. 

Minister Moshe Katsav yesterday 
announced a sweeping series of mer- 
gers between ministry departments 
that duplicate functions. “It’s absurd 
that this hasn't been done until 
now,” Katsav told The Jerusalem 
Post. 

The declared goal of Katsav's plan 
is to improve efficiency to provide 
better services to the public, but one 
unstated motivation is clearly econo- 
mic. The Treasury wants the minis- 
ter to fire about 500 of the ministry's 


approximately 4.500 workers as pan 
of its $6.7 million budget cut. 

As the ministry claims that SO per 
cent of its workers are occupied 
directly in providng services to the 
public, it has told the Treasury it can 
part with only about 310 employees. 
The reorganization plan, however, 
should result in savings on salaries by 
phasing out redundancies. 

Although a single minister and 
director-general have headed the 
ministry since it was formed in Octo- 
ber 1977. its twin precursors general- 
ly operated as separate bodies. Some 
of these units me to be merged 
immediately and some gradually 
during the rest of the year. 

“There will be some difficulties in 
carrying this out,” said Katsav. “but 
we'll overcome them.” 


The following is a partial list of the 
changes: 

• ELDERLY. - Care for the elderly, 
formerly divided among ministry un- 
its and the National Insurance Insti- 
tute, is now unified. 

• YOUTH. - The units dealing with 
youth-training programmes, voca- 
tional training and truancy are now 
combined. 

• DAY CARE. - The units handling 
day-care centres for working 
mothers and welfare families have 
now merged. 

Among other units to be com- 
bined are research and planning, 
rehabilitation, social- welfare ser- 
vices. budget departments and man- 
power management. The two sepa- 
rate public-complaints departments 
will now also merge. 


Shorter terms proposed for ‘good’ convicts

Convicts who behave well and 
otherwise indicate a high potential 
for rehabilitation may become eligi- 
ble for parole after serving only a 
third of their sentences, under a 
proposal being studied by prison and 
legal officials. 

The proposal was raised this week 
bv Labour and Social Affairs Minis- 
ter Moshe Katsav at a meeting with .1 
‘members of the Prisoner Rehabilita- 
tion Authority (PRA), which is re- 
sponsible to the ministry. Katsav 
proposed that, in specific cases, pris- 
oners should be able to seek parole 
after one third of their term instead 
of the usual two thirds. 

PRA director Avraham Hoffman 
last night told The Jerusalem Post he 
welcomes the idea. "In many inst- 
ances, a long stay in prison reduces a 
prisoner's chances for rehabilitation.

easily solvable, objectively, but the 
parents do not give the child the . 
chance to solve it. He cited an exam- 
ple of a child who faced problems at 
school and wanted to be transferred 
to a different school. "After the 
child killed himself, the father told 
me in tears that every time the child 
brought up the probletn he (the 
father) would slap the child and put 
an end to the conversation. " 

Family conflicts are also an impor- . 
tant factor in suicide attempts by 
adolescent girls, Dr. Arie Rimmer- 
man of the Bar-Ban School of Social 
Work, said. 

Psychologists, however, don’t al- 
ways' see that, he said. In a study be 
conducted in which he asked pa- 
rents, the girls themselves and treat- 
ment professionals to point to the 
causes of the girls’ suicide attempts, 
the girls tended to mention family 
conflicts while both parents and pro- 
fessionals blamed accidental factors 
such as bad grades or a broken 
romance. 

Both Rimraennan and Dr. Hana 
Bar- Yosef, a Bar-Ban psychologist, 
said girls who make unsuccessful 
suicide attempts too often receive no 
treatment other than immediate 
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medical attention. They are sent 
right back to the environment that 
precipitated the attempt in the first 
place, without new tools for dealing 
with their problems. 

Bar-Yosef said statistics point to 
three times more suicides among 
adolescent boys than among girls, 
but 50 tunes more attempts among 
girls than boys. This does not mean, 
however, that girls are in less danger 
than boys of really lolling them- 
selves; the fourth suicide attempt 
usually succeeds; according to statis- 
tics. 

She said that about half the teena- 
gers who come to treatment facilities 
and about 35 to 40 per cent of the 
ordinary school population not seek- 
ing professional help have some 
thoughts of suicide, sadness and de- 
pression of varying degrees. 

As for those who go through 
adolescence without thoughts of 
suicide , some of them may happen to 
be the friends to whom the suicidal 
individual confides his/her plan. 
Such friends are afraid to pass on the 
information to adults, and live with 
guilt feelings later if something hap- 
pens. 

In view of all this, Bar-Yosef 
would tike to see death, particularly 
suicide, talked about in schools as . 
part of the curriculum. "We talk 
about teaching children the facts of 
life, abut their sexuality, so why 
shouldn't we teach them about 
death?” She partially answered her 
own question when she said that a 
workshop she tried to organize on 
the subject for school counsellors 
and teachers was not successful be- 
cause the subject aroused high levels 
of anxiety and resistance among par- 
ticipants. 

Dr. Ron Levy, chief of mental- 
health services in the Israel Defence 
Forces, said he was less optimistic 
than his fellow panelists about the 
possibility of preventing suicide, 
particularly among those who do not 
declare their intention or otherwise 
ask for help. He read excerpts from 
suicide notes - some from soldiers 
who blamed the army experience for 


their decision to put an end to their 
lives, some from soldiers who said 
they enjoyed the army but were 
suffering from psychological prob- 
lems dating back to childhood. 

Several wrote that they are normal 
and that suicide is ft rational decision 
because they find life boring and 
meaningless. "I am interested in 
what comes after life, and I want to 
take a shortcut," one suidde wrote. 

Not everyone who finds life boring 
opts for suicide. The subject erf 
hazara biteshuva - return to religion 
- was discussed in several sessions of 
the conference. Dr. Peri Kedem of 
Bar-Ban’s psychology department 
said that, contrary to what some 
psychologists contend, there is no 
personality difference between 
those who become religions and the 
rest of the population. 

Those who are more alienated 
from society are more likely to 
choose mystical cults, she said. 
"There may be some people at yeshi- 
vot who should be hospitalized in 
mental institutions, but that certain- 
ly does not apply to most of those 
who choose to become religious.” 

Two newly religious, Geva and 
Yigal, were interviewed by psycho- 
logists Yisrael Auerbach and Moshe 
Klein at another session. Both intel- 
lectualized their decision to become 


religious: Geva said he had been 
curious about yeshiva study since 
graduating from high school and 
decided to try it after six years in the 
Israel Defence Forces. He expected 
to stay only six months and then to 
go study biology and physics at uni- 
versity/ but found the yeshiva ex- 
perience so rewarding that he gave 
up the idea of university study. 

Yigal said that during his service 
as an army officer he felt the need to 
justify to himself - so that he could 
justify to his subordinates - long 
stints in the sand dunes of Sinai or 
actions against Arabs in Judea and 
Samaria. After looking for answers 
in philosophy and in Eastern reli- 
gions, he sought and found them in 
Judaism, he said. 

The psychologists in the audience 
asserted that both men were mouth- 
ing slogans, rationalizing, and not 
really talking about their feelings. 
"The problem I always have with 
people like you," Kedem told them, 
"is that you talk about the yeshiva as 
if it provided you with ready-made 
answers, whereas in Judaism the 
point is to keep asking questions. 
You stopped asking questions when 
you got to the yeshiva. Why?” 

No, it is not brainwashing, they 
both said emphatically. It is the 
humility that comes from beginning 
to realize how tittle you know, how 
much you still need to learn, and that 
you don ! t even know how to ask the 
right questions. 

Among the many other topics dis- 
cussed at the conference were 
psychological aspects of unemploy- 
ment, the role of fathers in bringing 
up children and the tendency of 
Israelis and Arabs to deJegirimize 
each other, thus justifying and pro- 
longing the conflict between them. 


‘Groping in the dark’ on unemployment

It is becoming "dearer and clear- 
er" that the government has no poli- 
cy to fight unemployment and is 
“merely extinguishing local fires 
with patchwork solutions,” the 
chairwoman of toe Knesset Labour 
and Social Affairs Committee, Ora 
Namir (Alignment-Labour) charged 
yesterday. 

She spoke as toe committee began 
discussing a proposed change in the 
National Insurance (Unemploy- 
ment) Regulations that would in- 
crease from 40 kilometres to 60km. 
the distance a job seeker must be 


prepared to travel for an available 
job. Only if he fads to find work 
within a 60-km. radius would he be 
eligible for unemployment- 
insurance compensation. 

But Baruch Haklai, director of toe 
State Employment Service, said that 
toe increasing number of job appli- 
cants turning down work offers rose 
from 3,800 in December to 4,200 last 
month. Therefore, changes in the 
law, such as increasing required 
travel distance for work, are needed 
“to strike a better balance between 
available jobs and available workers 
for those jobs.”

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Aging planes guard W. Europe 


LONDON (Reuter). - An expen- 
sive snag in British aircraft develop- 
ment has left a handful of 30-year- 
old planes carrying out a key role as 
Nato's “eyes in the sky" over a huge 
expanse of ocean. 

The programme to replace them 
with high-technology Nimrod Air- 
borne Early-Warning planes is three 
years behind schedule and is widely 
reported to be a staggering £700 
million ($770m.) over budget. 

The British manufacturers, who 
won the contract eight years ago 
against competition from the suc- 
cessful American Airborne Warning 
and Control System (A watt), have 
hit technical snags. 

Defence experts say it could be 
three years before the Nimrods can 
do the job and the cost could 
mushroom even further. 

In the meantime, the task of pat- 
rolling the North Sea and pan of the 
North Atlantic and keeping radar 
watch for incoming missiles, bom- 
bers and ships is being performed by 
five propeller-driven Shackletons 
built in 1954 and earning equipment 
designed in 1941. 

The British Air Force denies chat 
the Nimrod delay has left a gap in its 


defences. But no one disputes that 
five aging Shackletons with a max- 
imum radar range of 160 kilometres 
are simply incapable of providing a 
service comparable to Awacs. 

Exactly what is holding up the 
Nimrods has not been made public. 
But Jane's Defence Weekly said re- 
cently the problems were “massive, 
deep and interlinked." 

The radar overheated and was 
unreliable and the equipment load 
was proving too heavy for the air- 
frame, it said. 

The government has not 
announced the cost but unofficial 
estimates start at more than £lb. 
( SI. Ib.J. far above the 1977 figure of 
£250m. (S275m.). 

Normally that would be enough to 
spark a major political row. but 
Nimrod appears to be an exception 
to the rule. 

The 11 planes were ordered by a 
Labour Party government in 1977. 

When prime minister James Cal- 
laghan derided to buy British and 
save 6.000 jobs in the aviation and 
electronics industries, he was ap- 
plauded on all sides. The Conserva- 
tive Party of Margaret Thatcher was 
among those cheering. 


At that time the estimated cost of 
the Nimrods wasabout the same as 
Awacs and they were expected in 
service by 1982. 

The first doubts emerged in 1980 
and now, as senior defence officials 
privately conceded the whole thing 
was a mistake, politicians on both 
sides seem to regard it as an embar- 
rassment. 

“This seems to be one of those 
occasions when it did not pay to buy 
British,’' a Labour defence spokes- 
man said recently. 

It is all the, more embarrassing 
because Nato’s’own West European 
Awacs programme, which went 
ahead after angry recriminations ab- 
out the British pullout, was com- 
pleted a year ago, un,der budget and 
ahead of schedule. 

In the meantime, the venerable 
warhorses left doing the job have 
become the subject of an affection- 
ate air force joke. ’ 

When it was reported recently that 
flights by Soviet warplanes over the 
North Sea were on the increase, 
airmen quipped that the Moscow 
Aviation Museum must be arranging 
trips for plane-spotters to see the 
vintage Shackletons at work. 


Soviet diplomat expelled 
from India in spy scandal 


NEW DELHT. - A Soviet diplomat 
has been expelled in connection with 
India's spy case, following allega- 
tions that East Bloc embassies were 
buying government secrets, the Indi- 
an Express newspaper reported 
yesterday. 

The Express. India's biggest- 
selling newspaper, which first linked 
France to the affair last month, said 
the Soviet diplomat as well as one 
diplomat each from the Polish and 
East German Embassies left India at 
the weekend. 

There was no immediate comment 
from the Soviet Embassy or the 
Indian External Affairs Ministry oi) 
the report. 

Coomar Narain, a New Delhi 
businessman identified as a key fi- 
gure in the spy scandal . told a magis- 
trate Monday that he sold military, 
industrial and political secrets to 
diplomats from East Germany, Po- 
land and France. 

Other major Indian newspapers 


yesterday also reported the expul- 
sion of an East German and a Polish 
diplomat in the espionage case but 
did not identify them. 

The Express did not name the 
Soviet, identified only as a '‘Soviet 
national attached to the USSR 
embassy in New Delhi." 

“Intelligence sources said that 
another Soviet official may be in- 
volved in the espionage business," it 
said. 

The Express said the Russian was 
expelled following “confessions’’ by 
Ashok Jaitkba, a businessman 
arrested in the case. Jaitkha. who 
has a hosiery firm in Ludhiana City 
in Punjab State, had extensive busi- 
ness dealings with East Bloc coun- 
tries. 

Narain, who said he worked in 
espionage for the past 25 years, said 
he sold copies of classified govern- 
ment documents to the diplomats in 
return for their help in winning his 
firm foreign contracts. (AP. Reuter)

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Exiled Polish 
unionist packed 
back to France 

PARIS (Reuter). — Seweryn Blums- 
ztajn, a former activist of the banned 
Polish trade union Solidarity, was 
back in Paris yesterday after the 
Warsaw Airport police refused him 
permission to return to Poland. 

Blumsztajn. who was in Paris 
when martial law was declared to 
suppress the free trade union in 
1981, had decided to return home 
from exile. But when he landed in 
Warsaw Tuesday, he was met by 
policemen who put him on a flight 
back to Paris. 

“We do not know what Seweryn 
will do now. but he told me on the 
phone from Paris Airport that he 
was shocked and very tired." a 
spokesman for Solidarity in Paris 
said. 

The spokesman' quoted Blums- 
ztajn assaying the police told him he 
could not enfer Poland because his 
Polish passport was no longer valid. 

Six uniformed policemen were 
waiting on the tarmac for Blums- 
ztajn when he disembarked from his 
plane at Warsaw Airport and they 
ushered him into a minibus. 

Former colleagues in the Kor dis- 
sident movement who were expect- 
ing to great him, including Jacek 
Kuron and Adam Michnik, watched 
as he was driven off. 

In a book recently published in 
France, Blumsztajn said he did not 
intend to emigrate and found himself 
in exile by accident. • . : 

Protesters evicted 
from missile site 

MOLESWORTH, England (AP). - 
Hundreds of policemen and soldiers 
evicted 150 anti-nuclear protesters 
yesterday from a U.S. Air Force 
base designated as Britain's second 
cruise missile site. 

The British Defence Ministry said 
the protesters were evicted to allow 
1,500 army construction workers to 
build a 12-kilometre barbed-wire 
fence around the base, situated in 
the Cambridgeshire countryside 80 
kilometres north of London. 

The joint army-police force 
moved onto the base Tuesday night 
in a truck convoy as the construction 
workers toiled under floodlights. 

By 8 a.m.. all 150 protesters at the 
site had either left or agreed to leave 
of their own accord, said a Defence 
Ministry spokesman. 

There were no reports of injuries 
or arrests. 

Security forces had thrown up 
roadblocks to seal off approaches to 
the base after a threat by Britain's 
Campaign for Nuclear Disarmament 
to send in more protesters. 
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40,000 Argentinians 
homeless from quake 

GENEVA (Reuter). - Almost 

40,000 Argentinians have been 
made homeless by an earthquake 
that rocked the western city of Men- 
doza 10 days ago. the UN disaster- 
relief body. Lfadro, said yesterday. 

“Up to 28,000 people are in tem- 
porary shelter and a further 10,000 
are living close to their devastated 
homes without proper shelter facili- 
ties." it said in a statement. 

A Geneva spokesman for the 
League of Red Cross Societies said 
the quake, which hit the area just 
east of the border with Chile shortly 
after midnight on January 26, killed 
six persons and injured 240.

Cataract surgery may save panda’s sight 

PEKING (Reuter). - Surgeons in southwest China have successfully 
removed a cataract from the eye of a giant panda and have high hopes it will 
be able to see again, the New China News Agency’ said last night. 

The 12-year-old female, one of an estimated 1.000 pandas still surviving in 
the wild Sichuan Mountains, was found three months ago close to death from 
starvation, it's right eye blind and its left almost sightless because of the 
cataract. 

After care in a panda reserve, the animal's weight rose from 42 to 56 
kilograms and on Monday it was ruled fit to be operated on. 

Large numbers of the rare animals have been threatened with starvation 
for more than a year because of the withering of their staple food in the wild, 
the arrow bamboo. 


Reagan’s budget chief 
raps military 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Presi- 
dent Reagan's troubled bid for a big 
boost in arms spending has been 
dealt a blow by Budget Director 
David Stockman, wbo charged that 
the top priority of U.S. military 
leaders is their personal comfort. 

“The institutional forces in the 
military are more concerned about 
protecting their benefits than they 
are in protecting the security of the 
American people," Stockman said 
Tuesday in blunt remarks to the 
Senate Budget Committee. 

“When push comes to shove, they 
will give up on security before they'll 
give up on retirement,’' he added. 

Stockman also conceded he dif- 
fered with Reagan and Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger, who 
have stressed the need to boost 
arms-spending authority to $322.2 
billion in the 1986 financial year 
beginning on October 1 . 

Earlier, Stockman spent nearly an 
hour defending Reagan’s $973.7b. 
spending plan, doing his best to 
justify both the arms budget and the 
proposed cuts in domestic program- 
mes. 


But his later candour may have 
damaged the already dim chances 
for congressional approval of the 
military budget. 

Key members of Congress, includ- 
ing Senate majority leader Robert 
Dole and Senate Budget Committee 
chairman Pete Domenici. of 
Reagan's own Republican Party, 
have already said the aims request 
will be pared. 

During internal administration 
budget deliberations, Stockman had 
pressed Reagan to accept large cuts 
in military spending as part of a bid 
to shave record budget deficits. 

Reagan is seeking major savings 
on civilian pensions, but wants only 
small cuts in military pensions or 
arms spending. 

But, Tuesday, Stockman said the 
preferential treatment of the milit- 
ary was unfair. 

Members of the military who have 
served 20 years can retire with full 
benefits at any age, but civilian 
workers cannot retire until they have 
served 30 years and are at least 55 
years old. 
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New Zealand and Australia 
say no to U.S. nuclear arms 


WELLINGTON (AP). - Prime 
Minister Lange said yesterday his 
government would not buckle in the 
face of American threats and end its 
ban on U.S. nuclear warships. He 
charged Washington was meddling 
with democracy. 

Earlier, New Zealand defence 
officials warned that the U.S. would 
retaliate because of the ban, but 
Defence Minister Frank O’Hynn 
said New Zealanders were “willing 
to pay the price." 

“I regard it as unacceptable that 
another country’ should by threat or 
coercion try to change a policy which 
has been embraced by the New Zea- 
land people," Lange told a press 
conference. 

“In New Zealand, the people have 
spoken, and it is not for the Linited 
States, or for the Soviet Union, or 
any other major power to say that 


Polisarios shoot down 
racers’ plane, killing 2 

BRUSSELS (AP). - The Polisario 
Front shot down a small plane over 
the disputed Western Sahara on 
January 21, killing two Belgians, a 
Foreign Ministry spokesman con- 
firmed yesterday. 

'‘Personal documents belonging 
to Francois Mertens, 41, and God- 
fried Lenez, 35. were found floating 
on the waters" off ihe West African 
Coast, he said. 

He said the Belgian Embassy in 
Algiers has had informal contacts 
with the Polisario Front in recent 
weeks to try to find the pilots, who 
were competing in the Paris-to- 
Dakar airplane race. 

The front, which fights against 
Morocco for control of the Western 
Sahara, issued a communique last 
week saying it mistook the aircraft 
for a Moroccan military plane. 



Vietnamese hit Kampuchean 
bases as troops advance 

BANGKOK (Reuter). - Viet- 
namese gunners shelled the Khmer 
Rouge stronghold of Phnon Malai in 
Kampuchea yesterday as infantry- 
men fought their way toward guerril- 
la defences in the mountainous area, 

Thai military sources said. 

Hundreds of children had to be 
evacuated after more than 20 shells 
landed on Thai territory south of the 
border town of Aranyaprathet. the 
sources said. 

They said the children were 
attending flag-raising ceremonies at- 
the time but no casualties were re- 
ported. 

Phnom Malai, a 400-square- 
kilometre complex of camps and 


bases near the Thai border, is under 
siege by 18.000 Vietnamese troops 
trying to flush out an estimated 

10,000 Khmer Rouge guerrillas from 
in the area. 

Military sources said details about 
fresh clashes in the area yesterday 
were not known. 

Vietnamese soldiers seized the 
mountain top command headquar- 
ters of the Khmer Rouge 320th Divi- 
sion yesterday but suffered heavy 
losses. 

It was the third guerrilla outpost to 
fall since the Vietnamese drive 
against Phnom MaJai began on Janu- 
ary 27.

On Tuesday the U.S. announced 
its withdrawal from the alliance's 
scheduled naval exercises next 
month to protest against New Zea- 
land's refusal to let a U.S. destroyer 
make a port call. 

In Sydney, Australia yesterday, 
anti-nuclear leaders declared a vic- 
tory after Prime Minister Bob 
Hawke derided to pull out of an 
agreement to help U.S. tests of the 
MX missile. 

But Conservative politicians and 
newspaper editorials expressed con- 
cern that the reversal threatened to 
scuttle the already imperiled Anzus 
alliance. 

Hawke, faced with growing 
opposition in his Australian Labour 
Party, decided to withdraw a four- 
day-old offer to allow U.S. planes to 
use Australian bases to monitor 
long-range test firings of the MX 
missile. The missiles are to be fired 
from bases in California and splash 
down in the Tasman Sea off the east 
coast of Australia.

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Stroessner visit to 
Germany rapped 

BONN (Reuter). - A member of 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl’s Christian 
Democrats yesterday criticized a 
planned visit to the German Federal 
Republic by Paraguayan President 
Alfredo Stroessner, who has been 
accused of sheltering Nazi war cri- 
minal Josef Mengele. 

The Paraguayan dictator, in pow- 
er for almost 31years, is due to make 
the visit in July at Kohl’s invitation. 

Werner Schreiber. party foreign- 
aid spokesman, said that while the 
GFR had important interests in Pa- 
raguay, it was not clear that Stroess- 
ner‘s planned visit would serve 
them. 

“If the visit cannot be warded off. 
some critical questions must be put 
to Stroessner by the German side." 
he said. 

‘■The government must have a 
dear answer to questions about the 
whereabouts of the concentration 
camp butcher Mengele. " 

Government and Foreign Minis- 
try spokesmen in Bonn said in re- 
sponse to questions that the visit. 
Stroessner’s second trip to his ances- 
tral homeland in 12 years, was still 
on. 

Mengele's Paraguayan 
citizenship, granted in 1959. was 
withdrawn after 20 years, but Nazi- 
hunters believe be is still living in the 
country with the government's 
knowledge. Bonn sought his extradi- 
tion in 1962 and again in 1981. 


2 killed in attack on 
Iran gov’t building 

NICOSIA (AP). - Two men were 
killed and three others were wound- 
ed in Teheran yesterday in a grenade 
attack on a government building and 
a shootout with security forces, the 
official Iranian news agency Ima 
reported. 

The agency, monitored here, said 
two “U.S. mercenary agents" riding 
a motorcycle hurled two grenades at 
the accounting office of the Mostafa- 
zin (Oppressed) foundation in North 
Teheran yesterday morning. 

Only one of the grenades ex- 
ploded, killing the maintenance 
chief of the building and wounding 
two security guards, Ima added. The 
agency said policemen in the area 
killed one of the attackers and 
wounded the other. 

The attack coincided with a warn- 
ing by a spokesman of the Iranian 
Mnjahedeen Khalq (People's War- 
riors) resistance in New York that 
the undergound movement would 
launch a fresh anti-government 
offensive in Iran beginning yester- 
day. 


Royalists torch Iranian 

FRANKFURT (AP). - Arsonists 
struck an Iranian bank in downtown 
Frankfurt yesterday morning, the 
police said. 

Four employees of the Bank Melii 
Iran told the police they arrived for 
work at 8:45 a.m. and heard an 
explosion before the flames burst 
out on the building’s second storey, a 
police spokesman said. 

The four employees on the second 
floor and three others on the fifth 
floor escaped the blaze, but one was 
injured in the rush out of the build- 
ing. His condition was not im- 
mediately known. 

About two hours after the fire 
broke out, the Frankfurt police said, 
a group calling itself the "Fedajin 
Royal Iranian Monarchy" tele- 
phoned the West German news 
agency DPA in Bonn and claimed 
responsibility for the attack. 


Two die in Santo 
Domingo price riots 

SANTO DOMINGO (Reuter). - 
Troops patrolled the Do minica n Re- 
public’s capital. Santo Domingo, 
yesterday after a wave of strikes and 
violent dashes in which two persons 
were killed and scores were arrested. 

The violence was the worst since 
last April, when 55 persons were 
killed in demonstrations against fuel 
and other price increases demanded 
by the International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) in return for a loan. Similar 
IMF demands sparked off the latest 
protests, which began last week and 
came as foreign and finance minis- 
ters from Latin American nations 
were due to meet here to discuss the 
region's debt crisis.

was already closer to 4,000.

. thorities began to macadamize roads

Statistics tell the story most dra- 
matically. In 1922 there were 450 
kilometres of first-class all-weather 
^ roads and only 400 motor vehicles, 
practically a one-to-one ratio. By the 
Jjegmning of 1934 over 8.000 vehi- 
cles were being operated in the coun- 
try and only 1,015 km. of roadway 
’ existed.'. • 

The spectacular increase in vehi- 
cles was not matched by road build- 
.-ing even by the Mandate govern- 
- ment. It was practically impossible 
‘■since “the number of ears per head 
of population in Palestine is far 
: ahead of -all oriental countries and 

■ Some European states.” The 20s and 
■^Os had seen the Promised Land go 
car-crazy.

* ity with motor vehicles and a desire 
to develop the country through their 

-use. In particular they were re- 
sponsible for creating the public 
transport systems between Haifa, 
Jerusalem and Tel Aviv. Initially, 
these individuals, as owners, drove 
the vehicles themselves in order to 
earn as much as possible. One motor 
.historian recalled that in “the old 
knd uncomfortable touring cars (re- 
lics of the war-days) the journey 
-from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem required 
'about four hours at the cost of £5.” 

From these “primitive” cars the 
municipal bus service in Tel Aviv 
originated. However, expansion was 
so rapid that soon the individual 
drivers merged into a cooperative 
venture, known as HaMa^avir, 
which soon became the largest trans- 
port organization in the Middle 
East. To ensure that the newly- 
^ acquired buses, now the backbone of 
the company, were properly main- 
tained the management of 
Hama'avir opened up garages and 
service stations throughout the

country. 

During the 1920s. in spite of the 
initial growth of publictransport, the 
visiting tourists preferred hiringa car 
and driver to tour the country. A 
1923 summer visitor recorded the 
following in his diary: “Left Jeru- 
salem at Tin the morning for Jericho 
in a Dodge automobile - a Jewish 
driver, a Jewish guide and me. The 
Dodge took the hills and rocks as 
though it enjoyed nothing better. It 
(the Dodge) was with me on the 
four-day tour of Palestine, of which 
this was the first, and it did not give 
even the slightest trouble although it ' 
travelled a whole day through sandy 
and rocky fields with scarcely the 
sign of a road. The driver said that 
for Palestine the Dodge was the best 
car." 

Certainly, each driver bad his own 
preference about the auto most suit- 
able for traversing the highways and 
byways of the land, but the use of the 
motor vehicle as the standard mode 
of transport bad become fixed in the 
mind of the entire population. 

The first High Commissioner, 
Herbert Samuel, saw the Dumber of 
cars quadruple during his tenure. 
Ironically, since the distance was so 
great for import purposes, the 
largest number of cars on the road 
were American with as many as 
1,000 operating in the country by 
1928. While the Depression year of 
1929 saw only 50 new cars added to 
the total number of vehicles in ser- 
vice. the following year the market 
was oft the running again with over 
500 new vehicles crowding in . 

“This strike, which lasted over a 
week, showed the vitality and the 
necessity of the automobile.” a con- 
temporary observe pointed out. 
“The whole life of the counfry was 


paralysed and each day of the strike 
brought fresh disaster and consider- 
able loss to the country's finances." 

Fourtunately. both tides came to 
their senses with a compromise. The 
licence fees were reduced and the 
drivers agreed to certain regulations 
which would tighten the licensing 
procedures for new drivers . 

In 1930 the authorities con- 
structed over 200 kn. of new high- 
ways increasing the system by over 
22 per cent. The quality of motor 
transportation bad to be assured, 
and the only way to do it was via an 
expanding of good highways. 

. One statistic proves the dynamism 
of this whole process: in 1922 
2.412,324 litres of gasoline had been 
imported: and in 1930, 16,346,626 
litres. 

A major issue in this period re- 
lated to the profitability of auro- 
mobile sales. "One of the curses of 
Palestine automobile dealing is the 
warranty," a manufacturer wrote, 
“its period is unreasonably long, 
some dealers offering six mouths to 
commercial vehicles.” He further 
explained what this warranty actual- 
ly meant “complete care of the car at 
the expense of the dealer... and the 
owner has to pay only the fuel., oil 
and licence fees during the period.” 
Supposedly, this plus “numerous ex- 
traordinary expenses” on the part of 
the dealer caused him to set his “first 
official selling price so high.” 

Since the early thirties saw such 
major economic growth in the coun- 
try, it was nature that the number of 
auto firms should grow dramatically. 
Every American car was available in 
the country except for the Cadillac. 
Many British cars were selling well 
as were the Citroen and Peugeot . 

Only a few Volvos could be seem. 

Interestingly, a novel description 
of halutziut was penned in this age of 
the auto by an impartial motor en- 
gineer. Summing up report on the 
car in Palestine, he stressed that any 
criticism he might have of the de- 
velopment of the country was tem- 
pered by his admiration for those 
who linked “the remotest points 
with the central zones” helping the 
country to advance on its difficult 
path. 

He was quite moved by “rbose 
who, during day and night, in heavy 
storms or under tropical sun, in the 
deep mud of wadis or in the sandy 
dunes of the desert, sometimes 
under gunfire and attacks, have gone 
forward with the steering wheel in 
hand.”

Windshield wipers: After wetting, 
the windshield turn on the wipers.

Brakes: Some cars have indicators 
that warn you when the brake-lining 
is very thin. But in most cars such 
indicators do uot exist.

brakes more). If you feel that the 
brakes are “acting-up” in any way, 
have your brakes checked im- 
mediately. The same holds true for 
brake fluid, which in many cats is 
located in a place in the engine 
compartment where it is visible and 
easy- to- reach .— It- is usually in a' 
see-thipugh coqtmper. It should al- 
ways be ffllT If you are losing brake 
fluid at an alarming rate, there might 
be a rupture somewhere and this 
should be fixed immediately. 

Tires: Check these continually. If 
they wear out in an unusual manner 
it is a sign that the wheels are not 
properly aligned and should be 
checked. When the tire tread gets 
very thin, it’s time to replace the tire. 
Always replace tires in pairs and 
follow the manufacturer’s specifica- 
tions. Do not mix radial with bias- 
type tires. 

Try to ensure that you have the 
proper amount of air in your tires. 
Many of the air pumps at service 
stations in Israel are not precise and 
it is a good investment to buy a s mall 
meter (to keep in the glove compart- 
ment of the car) to check the amount 
of air.

About 10 years ago, economist 
('a’abov Levine’s Rat did not pass 
rs yearly car test because his head- 
ight wasn’t reflecting properly and 
ave off a weak light. 

“I did not have too much money 
hen,” he recalls, "so instead of 
ping out and buying new headlights 
derided to try to recoat them 
fivseif. I bought some special metal- 
C paint and repainted the headlight 
and passed the test. 

"The problem occurred about 
tiree days later when it seemed that 
lie paint did not stick and started 
bmingoff." 

Levine decided that he bad to find 


a way to recoat the headlights. He 
worked for some time, painting re- 
peatedly until be discovered “a cer- 
tain way and formula to do it.” 

Ultimately, he spent on that job 
several times more than the cost of 
brand-new reflectors for the head- 
lights. But he was pleased to come 
up with a solution to the problem. 

What happened afterwards is his- 
tory. News of Levine’s success 
travelled by word of mouth to all his 
friends. In a short time be had so 
much work repainting headlights 
that he was able to quit his job and 
give himself entirely to his new pro- 
fession. Levine even opened a work- 
shop in downtown Tel Aviv on Ben- 
venisti Street. 


He explains that he gives head- 
lights a new silver-like coating and 
cuts the price to between 20 ro 80 per 
cent of what brand-new headlights 
cost, depending on the make of the 
car. (Some headlights, he adds, can- 
not be repaired at all.) 

How do headlight reflectors lose 
their sparkle? In certain cars, after a 
couple of years, the coating simply 
rubs off. Sometimes, Levine says, 
the trouble starts after an accident 
when the glass covering is not put 
back properly, water seeps in and 
the coating becomes rusty. The driv- 
er may not ‘notice this until the car 
goes in for its yearly test. Sometimes 
the driver will notice that something 
is wrong with ins headlights if he 
cannot see properly at night. Y. O. 


Shutterbugs’ 

paradise 

David Brauner visits the world'sfair of 
photography in Cologne, Germany. 
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FTVE MONTHS have passed now. 
but not even five years could dull the 
memory of a photographer’s first 
Photokina. For all but the casual 
visitor - and at DM25 entrance fee. 
few can afford to be too casual - 
Cologne’s biennial world's fair of 
photography is exhausting, yet ex- 
hilarating. 

Phorokina is big. The statistics for 
last October’s photofest had 1.246 
firms from 37 countries exhibiting in 
13 halls covering 128.000 sq. metres 
of floor space. As one professional 
phbtographer said: “If you don't 
know what you've come here for, 
you’re wasting your time, not to 
mention your breath.” 

Smart people had booked accom- 
modation six months in advance. 
Latecomers had to travel 40-50 km. 
to reach a hotel room. But no matter 
how far away one was, every sign 
seemed to point to the Koln Messe 
(fairground), which for one week 
was the centre of the photographic 
universe. 

Photokiua is first and foremost a 
trade fair with millions of dollars of 
business being transacted. The three 
giants of the industry - Kodak. Agfa 
and Ilford - occupied the largest 
areas. Their inner sanctuaries, 
where sales reps met prospective 
clients across little tables over end- 
less cups of coffee, were jealously 
guarded by barriers of reception 
desks. But with a little hutzpa almost 
anybody could get in. and with a 
little more hutzpa could walk out 
with a couple of rolls of film, or even 
a generous sample of expensive 
photographic paper. 

Among the prominent exhibitors 
this time were the video companies, 
whose products lent themselves to 
some fascinating displays, and some 
15 different manufacturers of one- 
hour film processing units. These 
units - seen now in shops all over 


Israel - have revolutionized the in- 
dustry of retail processing. 

Apart from big business, a great 
deal of small business is done at the 
fair. Photographers looking for that 
one little contraption that sets off a 
second flash or fastens an umbrella 
to a tripod can find it at the Photo- 
kina. 

Outside, there is also a one-dav 
sale of secondhand goods and books' 
A friend was delighted to find, after 
years of searching, a Leitz-made 
monocle at the bazaar. "Why buy a 
pair of binoculars,” he exclaimed, 
“when you’re nearly blind in one 
eye!” 

But the Photokina also has a cultu- 
ral side: after all, photography 
means pictures. The theme of the 
official exhibition this time was 
photographs in print. It explored not 
only photographs in journalism and 
advertising, but also the technique of 
transforming a print into a page. 

Many companies also sponsored 
photo shows. Among the best were 
Ilford's and Polaroid's. A memor- 
able mini-exhibit was mounted by a 
small group of women photo- 
graphers from Italy. 

The highlights of the Photokina 
are sumptuous dinners given by the 
manufacturers for their best clients. 
Agfa bused hundreds of people out 
to its palatial casino. At the top of 
the marble steps, the mat vibrated 
beneath our feet to dean off the mud 
from our shoes. 

In the magnificently chandeliered, 
mirrored and panelled reception 
hall, we were treated to drinks and 
salted almonds. In the equally sump- 
tuous dining hall, the long tables 
were laden with all manner of edi- 
bles. And when the large orchestra 
hit upon a medley of old Israeli 
favourites, our delegation leapt to 
their feet and danced a rousing hora. 

Other features of the Photokina 



are the many workshops and lectures 
given by world-famous photo- 
graphers, and the opportunities to 
ask the manufacturers for profes- 
sional advice. Hie exchange of ev- 
erything from tips to techniques 
make Photokina an invaluable learn- 
ing experience. 

The most important day of any 
trade fair is the last day. That’s 
when, if you chat up the exhibitors 
nicely, you can schnor all kinds of 
material and equipment for nothing 
or next to nothing. I found the 
British companies to be particularly 
generous. 

Photographers who have been to 
the Photokina aTe tempted to crow 
that nobody can call himself a photo- 
grapher who hasn't been. That may- 
be a trifle exaggerated - but only a 
trifle.

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Sack 100,000 from public sector, MK suggests

~ Dismissing 100,000 of 
hefJUMo people employed in the 
public sector (government and 
municipal civil services, etc.) was 
suggested yesterday by Liberal MK 
^-nel Linn, as a way to help get the 
country moving to economic recov- 
ery. 

But he admitted that these dismis-. 
^“• although possible since the rate 
of "hidden unemployment” was im- 
mense in the public services, were 
not feasible under the conditions 
reigning in Israel today. 

"For what the country needs is not 
the stick, but the carrot approach, to 

solving problems.” 

Linn was speaking at a press con- 
ference called by the Israel Manage- 
ment Centre, which is sponsoring a 
scries of 12 study days on restructur- 
ing the Israel economy, with special 
emphasis on “controlled economic 
growth." 

Other details were given by Avra- 
ham Shavit. former head of the 
Manufacturers Association and El 
AL Avraham Asheri. former direc- 
tor general of the Ministry of Indus- 
try and Trade, and Alex Goren. 
head of the centre. 

All the speakers complained that 
the government was trying to draw a 
balance between controlling infla- 
tion, reducing the adverse balance of 
payments, and maintaining a high 
level of foreign currency reserves. 

Solving these w oes, although im- 
portant. would not solve the coun- 
try's basic problem, which was simply 
that too many people work in non- 
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productive sectors, and not enough 
in productive ones (the latter also 
includes foreign currency-earning 
fields such as tourism). 

Linn pointed out that the 1985/86 
budget for S23 billion contained little 
provision for “economic growth,” 
and it was such growth, not belt- 
tightening, (although the latter was 
vital) which was needed.- he said. 

Linn noted that the product per 
employed person in Israel in 1983 
was $6,274. and of this. $2,564 was 
exported. "We export some 45 per 
cent of our GNP. and this is an 
enormous percentage. There were 
only six other countries which sur- 
passed Israel." 

The problem was that in tbe other 
six countries - he chose the smaller 
ones like Belgium, Holland and Den- 
mark for comparison - the product 
per employed person was twice as 
much . ranging from about $ 1 1 ,000 to 
$ 12 , 000 . 

"It is this figure we have to emu- 


late." he said, pointing out that “this 
means shifting manpower from the 
non-productive to the productive 
sectors, which employed only 
450,000 persons in all.” 

How could this be done? Primarily 
by making industry more attractive 
to the worker, which meant increas- 
ing the workers’ take-home pay. 

He called for reducing, or elimi- 
nating entirely, such financial bur- 
dens in industry as the “employers 
tax. National Insurance payments, 
the parallel tax (which goes to tbe 
Histadrut), the advanced training 
funds (to which employers contri- 
bute), and especially income tax. 

“A worker who makes $10,000 a 
year in Israel is in the 50 per cent 
income tax bracket; abroad he is in 
the 20 per cent bracket. We should 
also reduce income taxes on the 
workers." 

And Shavit added “Both in Israel 
and abroad, an electronic engineer 
costs industry about $70,000. But in 


the U-S, this engineer has a take 
home pay of $50,000; in Israel be is 
lucky if he gets $24,000." 

Shavit added that while emphasis 
should be put on high-technology 
industries, “not every Israeli can be 
an electronic engineer or techni- 
cian.” Therefore, it was necessary 
also to see that the "bread and 
butter” industries, such as textiles, 
were revolutionized so that they 
could produce and market their pro- 
ducts more efficiently. 

“We should pay unemployment 
compensation only to those workers 
who go back to school and agree to 
be retrained to upgrade their pro- 
ductivity, or learn a new vocation." 

All this, the speakers said, would 
help attract workers to tbe produc- 
tive areas. “Only about 34 per cent 
of the Israeli workers are employed 
in productive areas.” Linn pointed 
out. adding that this is a low figure 
compared to the 47 per cent in 
England and 53 per cent in Sweden." 

All tbe speakers noted that the 
problem was also “educating the 
governmental policy-makers to see 
things our way.” Since several of the 
speakers at tbe 12 study days would 
be such from government policy- 
makers, especially Gad Ya’acobi. 
minister of economy and planning - 
a start was being made. 

“Otherwise.” Linn noted wryly, 
“we will have international 'confer- 
ences to attract foreign investors, 
and we will continue to build factor- 
ies without an infrastructure - fac- 
tories without telephones, without 
approach roads, without trained 
workers, and without markets.” 


New report calls for encouraging voluntary services

Encouraging voluntary services could be a way 
of saving government expenditure, according to a 
report on the Non-Profit Sector released yester- 
day bv the Centre for Policy Studies in Israel. 

Tax rebates in the U.S. generate an increase in 
donations greater than the tax revenue forfeited. 
The elasticity of donations is estimated by one 
investigator at 1.3. In other words SI less in tax 
means ;in the States) S1.30 more in donations. 

The report recommends a study of that kind in 
Israel. If it should reveal a similar donor elasticity, 
the government would be well advised to cut its 
grants to voluntary organizations (Kupat Holim. 
the universities etc. ) "and give tax exemptions 


instead. 

Hie authors of the report are Rafael Rotter, 
director-general of the Maccabi Health Fund; 
Francis Wood, of the same fond: Nira Sbamai, 
deputy director-general of the National Insurance 
Institute; and David Gliksberg, of the Hebrew 
University’s law faculty. 

Non-profit organizations (NPO’s) account for 
half Israel’s expenditure on health and 40 per cent 
of its expenditure on education. Their role may 
need to increase, as the government reduces its 
share in tbe social services owing to budgetary 
constraints. 

The supply of volunteers is examined. They 
should be employed separately from salaried 
professionals, who often resent being undercut by 


“cheap” competitors. 

But they are a valuable source of supplementary 
skilled labour. A reservoir exists which could be 
tapped. Income tax is so high in Israel that many 
people would be just as ready in their free time to 
work for a good cause as to work for pay. 

An increasing number of pensioners are with- 
out occupation at a relatively early age. Working 
for a salary would not only" cost "them tax, they 
would also forfeit their national insurance pen- 
sion. 

Workers who waive financial compensation are 
entitled at least to proper recognition. The report 
recommends as a means of attracting more volun- 
teers measures for raising the prestige and status 
of this occupation. 


Iranian oil and gas pipelines to Europe \vill cost $14 billion’ 


NICOSIA. (AP). - Two projected 
pipelines to carry Iranian oil and gas 
to Turkey. Greece and Italy will cost 
S!4 billion. Iran's Heavy industries 
Mjniste.r Behzad Nubayisaid yester- 
day in an interview with the 1 - official 
i?ani3Jl news agency.

The oil pipeline will carry 1.5 
million barrels of oil daily and the 
natural gas pipeline will carry 50 


billion cubic metres of gas annually, 
Nabavj said. 

The cost of the gas pipeline, which 
will be laid across Turkey to Greece 
and then tar southern Italy, is esti- 
mated to cosf' SIlb. Turkey and 
Syria would drhw some of their- gas 
needs from this line. Nabavi said. 

Iran's share of the cost would be 
S2.5b.. while Turkey and Greece 


would invest more than $4b. each, 
he added. 

Iran's share would be even less if 
Iranian pipes were used and Iran 
could also provide oil instead of cash 
fOrbbth projects, he said. „ . ... . 

The -Iranian minister said thocost 
of the oil pipeline would be $3b., to 
be shared equally by Iran and Tur- 
key.

Yesterday’s Sofartfams 
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Protectionism could deepen 
debt crisis, IMF chief warns 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - The 
bead of the International Monetary 
Fund said yesterday that spreading 
protectionism by wealthy nations 
could threaten, the hard-won prog- 
ress of heavily-indebted Third 
World nations and deepen the debt 
arias for years to come. 

In a speech to businessmen' in 
Stockholm released in Washington, 
IMF Managing Director Jacques De 
Laxosiere said “protectionism is 
clouding the medium-term prospects 
for an orderly resolution of the debt 
problem.” 

He called instead for action to 
strengthen the world trading system, 
especially by tiie powerful industrial- 
ized nations.

HAIFA-. — Black is coming to -look 
very beautiful to the city fathers, as 
another chance for Haifa to get a big 
coal handling business is shaping up* 
Just before the 1977 elections’ 
local politicians vied with each other 
w champion a fight against plans to 
have coal for Hadera power station 
(then under construction) unloaded 
at Haifa port. .. 

Fearing public opposition, all par- 
ties feared to opt for Haifa and tens 
of millions of dollars were spent on a 
coal pier at the site of the Hadera 
station. 

Now a new decision must be taken 
for the coal that will be needed foT a 
new power station in the South 
under construction near Ashkelon. * 
' An expert committee headed by 
Dr. Yoram Almogi is apparently not 
making an unequivocal recom- 
mendation. It is only stating the 
comparative costs and effectiveness 
of either building another coal pier 
off the new power station, or enlarg- 
ing Ashdod harbour to handle the 
coal. Both alternatives involve ex- 
penditures of over $100 million. ‘ 

But Haifa Port could prove a third 
alternative, particularly since the 
Electric Corporation now plans to 
build its next station in Haifa, on the 
site of the 30-year-old local power 
station that is being phased out. 

The port management proposes 
the construction of a pier, reclaiming 
the land from the sea, at the site of 


the station, which is located between , 
the main harbour and the auxiliary 
Kishon port. 

This would cost no more than 
about a quarter the cost in either 
Ashkelon or Ashdod. as the port’s 
recently extended breakwater will 
provide all the protection needed for 
the pier. 

In addition, the Ports Authority 
has the reserves to finance the con- 
struction, and as it is likely to buy the 
ailing Israel Railways shortly, it 
would modernize the railroad and 
make it easy to shift the coal from 
Haifa to Ashkelon. 

City Hall, which in the past has 
been in the forefront of the fight 
against coal for Haifa, now favours 
the scheme, “provided pollution 
prevention measures are guaran- 
teed.” As the Hadera coal pier has 
already shown pollution to be 
minimal, this is not likely to present 
a problem. 

Giving Haifa port the several mil- 
lion tons of coal the two new stations 
will need annually would be a big 
boost not only for the port, but also 
for the .city’s businesses. 

* The crews of the many coal ships 
would spend their money in the town 
and the vessels would leave more 
money here, for repairs and supplies 
purchases. 

In sharp contrast to the hysterical 
fight agai n st coal for Haifa eight 
years ago, hardly anyone today is 
voicing objections, while many are 
pressing in favour of the coal. 


Package deal forces us to 
sell at a loss - car importers

TEL AVTV. - The Car Importers 
Association yesterday decided at an 
emergency meeting to study the pos- 
sibility of applying to the High Court 
of Justice for an order nisi against 
the Finance Ministry, asking it to 
show cause why importers must sell 
cars and spare parts “at a loss.” 

Arie Carasso, chairman of the 
association, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that “until the legal side is 
worked out, we decided that each 
importer should decide whether to 
continue selling at a loss." He im- 
plied that most of the importers 
would attempt to stall off prospec- 
tive buyers until a legal decision had 
been banded down. 

He pointed om that, "We went 
into the first package deal knowing 
that we would suffer. Duringtbe first 
half of the three months, we made a 
slight profit; during the second half, 
we made a slight loss. One cancelled 
the other out." 

But the second package deal 
would “all be a loss," he said. 

Under the second deal, importers 
could raise prices by only 12 per 
cent. 


“But we generally raise prices 
from 7 to 16 percent at the beginning 
of each year. Moreover, since 
November 2 (when the first package 
deal took place), the shekel was 
devalued against the dollar by 33 per 
cent and against the European cur- 
rencies by 26 per cent. 

“We calculate that we should raise 
prices by at least 37 to 45 per cent, 
and we have only been offered 12 per 
cent. We cannot continue in business 
at a loss for such a long time.” 

He also asked “for one law for 
both the government and for 
businessmen. The government 
raises its taxes according to the daily 
representative rate of the shekel, our 
rate is frozen. The government can 
print money to cover its expenses, 
we can’t.” 

Carasso claimed that in the past 
four to five months, importers dis- 
missed some 20 per cent of their 
employees due to a drop in sales. 

“We now employ between 4,000 
and 5,000 persons. Each costs us about 
$1,000 in wages and benefits per 
month and if the present situation 
continues, we will be forced to dis- 
miss many more of them.”

Dollar hits new highs 


FRANKFURT (Reuter). - The un- 
stoppable dollar bit new highs 
yesterday against the German mark 
and other major currencies in the 
absence of fresh selling bv leading 
central banks. 

The dollar traded briefly over 3.23 
marks in late European trading, 
matching a 13-year high reached in 
New York on Tuesday. 

Earlier, traders said the U.S. cur- 
rency looked vulnerable after 
reaching 3.2315 marks Tuesday, its 
highest level since January 13. 1972. 

Bankers, who are getting mixed 
signals from central banks, politi- 


cians and the money markets, were 
divided about whether the dollar's 
record run could continue . 

On Tuesday in Washington, U.S. 
Federal Reserve Chairman Paul 
Volcker gave evidence to the con- 
gressional joint economic committee 
which commentators said did little to 
clarify official intentions. 

“I don't think you can expect too 
much from intervention,’’ he said, 
referring to the declaration on joint 
intervention last month by finance 
ministers from the U.S.. West Ger- 
many. Japan. Britain and France. 
But he said it was helpful.

At the current rate of decline, the 
level of reserves will drop below $2 
billion in March. There is deep con- 
cern in both the Treasury and the' 
Bank of Israel that this trend could 
lead to withdrawals of deposits from 
Israeli banks by foreign account hol- 
ders; and the non-renewal of credit 
lines by overseas banks. 

So far these fears have not mater- 
ialized, although they have been the 
subject of constant speculation in the 
banking industry and in the press. 

In fact, banking sources contacted 
by The Jerusalem Post say that the 
attitude of foreign bankers toward 
the Israeli economy is still one of 
“wait-and-see.” 

They are apparently waiting .to see. 
if the. Americans come through with 
additional aid, which will remove the 
immediate threat of an economic 
collapse. Beyond that, they - like the 
U.S. government - are waiting to see 
if the Israel government is serious in 
‘its talk of attacking foe country’s 
fundamental economic ills. For foe 
most part, they have been receiving 
rationales of why foe “normal” poli- 
cies adopted in other countries can- 


not be used in Israel, with little 
explanation of what is being, or 
might be, done by foe national unity 
government. 

A senior banker said that foreign 
banks were treating Israel with ex- 
treme caution, and were likely to 
continue to do so. even if extra aid 
came from the U.S. “What they are 
concerned with,” he said, “is where 
foe economy here is beaded, not 
whether we can survive.” In this 
view, merely getting more aid will 
not, by itself, guarantee Israel better 
access to foreign bank loans. 

If this is so, then the bottom line 
remains negative. For even if extra 
aid is obtained, foe fact is that foe 
Si .2b. received in November will be 
wiped out within a few months of its 
receipt , while the assumption behind 
its grapting ,was that it would last; for 
foe whole American fiscal year until 
September 30. That Israel is being 
forced to get its aid injections at 
shorter and shorter intervals is lost 
on no one. The result, in the view of 
American and Israeli analysts aKke, 
is increasing pressure on foe Israeli 
government to “bite foe bullet" and 
impose harsh and wide-ranging re- 
forms without more delay. 


F ormer German minister to quit bank post 


FRANKFURT (Reuter). - Former 
West German Economics Minister 
Hans Friderichs, facing charges of 
taking bribes in foe Flick political 
corruption scandal, will resign as foe 
head of Dresdner Bank in March, a 
bank statement said yesterday.

Buyers and sellers almost matched 


TEL AVIV. - Buyers and sellers 
were almost evenly matched yester- 
day on foe stock market, but the 
buyers bad a slight edge, so prices 
increased slightly. 

However, while foe free shares 
rose by 0.67 per cent, foe slight rise 
for arrangement shares - 0702 per 
cent - kept foe general index rise to 
only 0.28 per cent. 

There were plenty of examples 
yesterday of demands and offers 
almost matching. For example, 
there was an 8,400 offer of Delek. 
but this was picked up after a drop of 
one point, and at this price some 
307,400 shares (nominal value) were 
traded. The same thing happened to 
Property & Building, to Discount 
Investment, and to Qal Israel. 

“The booms of the past few days 
are apparently over,” one financial 
consultant said yesterday, and foe 
market has settled down. “This is a 
good sign. No more wild rises and 
falls.” 

Nevertheless, there were still 
some shares yesterday which rose 
swiftly in price: These included Cold 
Storage, up by 38.1 peT cent, Aile- 
dan, up by 21.5 per cent, Arieh 
Insurance, up by 20.2 per cent; and 
Atlantic, up by 19.5 per cent. But 
there were also, for foe first time in 
several days, shares which fell heavi- 
ly, such as North American Bank, 
down by 10 per cent. 

If the categories are considered, 
then foe greatest hike, of 4.85 per 
cent, went to the insurance com- 
panies, followed by petroleum ex- 
ploration, up by 2.21 per cent, and

then commercial banks not in the 
arrangement, up by 1 .94 per cent. 

Some categories fell in price, with 
mortgage banks falling the most, 
down by 1.53 per cent. (These had 
gone up swiftly in foe past few days.) 
Industrial investment companies 
were down by 0.40 per cent. 

The arrangement shares, as 
noted, rose by only 0.02 per cent, 
which means they marked time. 
Hapoalim rose a bit, Leumi fell a bit, 
while foe Discount Bank group was 
mixed. These “arrangement shares” 
are now paying an annual tax-free 
dollar-Iinked yield of about 16.5 per 
cent. 

Dollar-linked Gilboa -bonds, 
which were not traded on Tuesday 
since their linkage to patam was 
severed, fell in price from 1 to 4.5 per 
cent. 

The reason is that foe devaluation 
rumours have passed at least tem- 
porarily. And if earlier in foe week, 
on foe eve of foe cabinet meeting, 
there was a mad rush to buy parent in 
foe commercial banks, yesterday 
there was a tendency to get out of 
patam and into more profitable in- 
vestments. 

Moreover, there are also reports 
that foe government intends to float 
two-year Gilboa bonds (at present 
they are for 10 years), and at a more 


favourable yield, and this was also a 
reason to move out of foe present 
Gilboa bonds. 

The trend in index-linked bonds 
was mixed. There was a rise, up to 
0.68 per cent, in 4 per cent fully 
.linked, and a drop of 1.19 per cent in 
3 per cent fully linked. The guiding 
rule seemed to be redemption time. 
Those to be redeemed in the near 
future rose in price, the others fell. 

Financial circles expect the mar- 
ket to remain quiet today, but the 
same slight upward trend should 
continue.

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Sharon’s new front 

ARIEL SHARON is on the move again. This time he aiins to 
politicize government companies by packing them with his own 
Herat appointees. 

Word of the new initiative arrived in Jerusalem from New 
York, when Sharon was winding up his courtroom battle 
against Time magazine. The minister, it turned out, had 
decided to make a start by creating six new posts of deputy 
director-general for manpower in Israel Chemicals Ltd. and its 
five subsidiaries, each one to be manned by a Herutnik who 
would take care of the recruitment and promotion of fellow 
Herutniks. 

No attempt was made to justify this administrative act by 
economic considerations that might nullify the acknowledged 
present need for cutbacks in the government service. The 
purpose was dearly and shamelessly political - the use of 
patronage to help in Sharon’s campaign to take over the 
leadership of Herat. 

Mr. Sharon indicated that he meant business. The only 
obstacle to the execution of his plan was seemingly represented 
by the boards of directors of the ICL and its subsidiaries, and he 
fully intended to strong-arm them into ratifying his plan. 

So far only the ICL’s board of directors has given in to the 
minister, and that after putting up a show of resistance. Hie 
boards of the subsidiaries are still to act on the matter, but their 
staffs have made no secret of their fierce opposition. Their 
argument is simple and just: not since the country, in the 
mid-1950’s. overcame the “infantile disorder” of politicization 
has there been so grave an assault on the principle of 
independent professionalism in the government service. 

Mr. Sharon derides the argument. In rebuttal be cites 
political appointments made by Alignment ministers in the 
present cabinet - as if these proved anything. Some govern- 
ment posts traditionally go to political appointees, but these are 
kept down to a minimum. They involve largely the immediate 
entourage of each minister, and their directors-general. 

The revolutionary novelty of Mr. Sharon's initiative consists 
in the attempt to extend the political exception to the level of 
deputy director-general as well - and to make newly created 
posts at that level into agents of general politicization. Clearly, 
if this attempt is not blocked in time, it could result in the 
conversion of the exception into the rule throughout the public 
service. 

The minister's defence is that the service is. in effect, already 
so heavily politicized that Herat, and generally Likud, party 
members are discriminated against in filling up jobs. 

This is simply a lie. and it is fully matched by the outrageous 
suggestion of Mr. Sharon's assistant, Yisrael Katz, that even 
after seven Likud years Labourites maintain a virtual monopo- 
ly of public jobs. To prove this, he has proposed, in apparent 
seriousness, a checkup of party membership cards. 

It is a safe enough bet that no such inquisition will be allowed. 
But had it been conducted it would no doubt have revealed that 
only a tiny minority of public employees are card-carrying 
members of any party, and that the vast majority of them, 
regardless of party preference are committed to the idea of a 
non-political service. 

What Mr. Sharon is seeking is clearly special privileges for his 
supporters inside his party which is why ICL workers, both left 
and right, are up in arms against his initiative. They should be 
backed to the hilt by their boards of directors - without even 
waiting for the attorney-general to give his legal opinion on this 
question.

^ SCIENTISTS say they are 
trying to discover whether 
an image resembling a 
monkey's face ringed by pyramid 
objects on the surface of Mars could 
be evidence of some form of life. 

Their interest was aroused by two 
photographs taken in 1976 by the 
American Viking spacecraft, 
according to Richard Hoagland, a 
member of the 30-strong Berkeley- 
based team called the Mars Inves- 
tigation Group. 

He said the monkey-like appari- 
tion was about 1.6 kilometres long 
and the four objects surrounding it 
seemed to be in some kind of mathe- 
matical relationship with one 
another. 

Hoagland said the patterns sug- 
gested an ancient ruin that could 
have been used to study the sun - but 
stressed that he had no real idea 
what they were. 

"Is it a monkey? I don't know 
what it is. That's the purpose of this 
exercise." he said. 

A spokesman for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion said a "face” in another Viking 
photograph turned out to be sunlight 
reflections. 

But another member of the inves- 
tigation group said there were too 
many peculiarities about the monk- 
ey face and the partem of the pyra- 
mids to rule out intelligent life on 
Mars.

IN AN earlier article ("Not enough 
people are making things." January 
22. 1985) I used the ratio of the 
number of workers in the goods 
sectors to that in the services sectors 
as an indicator of the health of the 
economy. For this purpose. I had 
included electricity, water and gas. 
as well as transport, storage and 
communications among the "goods" 
sectors. To complete the picture, 
one should consider another indica- 
tor as well. It is the national income 
produced by the goods sectors, di- 
vided by that produced by the ser- 
vices sectors. I shall call this the 
goodslservice ratio. 

From data given in Table VI/9 of 
the Statistical Abstract of Israel, 
1983. we may compute this ratio for 
the years 1974-S2. The figures turn 
out to be: 1974, 0.84; 1975, 0.73; 
1976, 0.83; 1977, 0.75; 1978, 0.78; 
1979. 0.67: 1980, 0.70; 1981. 0.64; 
1982, 0.64. It is clear that the share of 
the goods sectors in the national 
income has been shrinking relative 
to the services sectors. 

To set these figures in perspective 
we resort, as before, to international 
comparisons. Using data given in the 
1976 and 1984 editions of The World 
in Figures, we find the following 
ratios for some industrialized coun- 
tries for . the years 1974 and 1981 
(figures for 1981 are given in pa- 
rentheses): U.S. 0.79 (0.75); Cana- 
da, 0.75 (0.75); Japan, 1.33 (1.17); 
Belgium. 1.13 (0.92); Denmark. 
1.22 (0.54); Finland. 1.44 (1.00); 
France, 1.27 (0.85); W. Germany. 
1.50 (1.27): Italy, 1.22 (1.17); Nor- 
way, 1.27 (1.22); Sweden, 1.00 
(0.67); UK, 0.92 (1.04). 

It appears from the above data 
that, at a certain level of prosperity, - 
the pattern of production -becomes 
biased towards the services. This is 
what I had described earlier as the 
industrial surplus. The force which 
drives this process is technical 
change. I have not presented enough 
data to identify the onset of the 
industrial surplus. What is clear, 
though, is that the goods sectors in 
the industrialized countries have 
dominated the services up to much 
higher per capita incomes than that 
of Israel today. For example, in 1974 
the per capita income of Sweden was 
$6,150, and that of Israel $3,000. In

This rule seems to have guided three 
of the five political parties who gor a 
tongue-lashing last week from State 
Comptroller Yitzhak Tunik for over- 
spending in the 1984 election cam- 
paign. 

And the beauty of it is that the 
punishment does not fit the crime. It 
turns out that the most a party can 
lose for all possible violations of the 
Political Parties Financing Law is 15 
per cent of the state financing to 
which it was entitled. 

So the party is not even taking a 
calculated risk. Once it decides to 
exceed the legal limit of expendi- 
ture, it may as well go the whole hog: 
solicit and accept contributions from 
corporate bodies in Israel and 
abroad - both of which are now 
illegal - and spend like the devil. 

Tunik suspects that, since there 
are no restrictions on contributions 
by individuals, some parties may 
have doctored their books and said 
that contributions X. Y, and Z. in 
amounts even exceeding $500,000, 
were made by individuals, when they 
really came from corporations. 

But even that subterfuge is super- 
fluous. Once you've derided to kiss 
the 15 per cent good-bye and exceed 
your limit, it won't cost you a penny 
more to submit an honest report to 
the state comptroller. 

What we have just said applies 
only to over-spending by more than 
IS60m. Under an amendment pas- 
sed in 1982, over-spending to a lesser 
extent entails a much lower and 
graduated forfeiture of state financ- 
ing, ranging from a measly 1.25 per 
cent for the first IS15m. overspent to 
3.75 per cent for that part of the 
excess spending between IS46m.. 
and IS60m.

the same year, the goods/service 
ratios for the two countries were 1.00 
and 0.84 respectively. It appears 
likely that, despite the dominance of 
the services sectors, the economy of 
Israel has not yet achieved an indust- 
rial surplus! 

How does one go on to achieve an 
-industrial surplus? It is perhaps 
worth hammering home that there 
are two distinct problems. One is 
that the output of the goods sectors is 
too small. The other .is that not 
enough people are working in the 
goods sectors. The first admits of a 
technological "fix"; the second does 
not! 

The fix is to go for industries based 
on advanced technology, which can 
make a large and rapid contribution 
to the balance of payments and to 
the industrial component of the 
national income. However, these in- 
dustries typically employ few- peo- 
ple. at a Very high cost* per work- 
place. They wilf not change the 
structural imbalance in the labour^ 
force. 

In these days of extra-terrestrial 
technologies, we must keep remind- 
ing ourselves that much of economic 
life is still lived beyond the shadow of 
high technology. We still eat. clothe 
ourselves, build houses, furnish 
them and buy toys for the children. 
The greater part of our family in- 
comes are still spent on everyday 
goods made in low technology work- 
places. Why then, does Israel not 
have a thriving industry for the 
manufacture of everyday goods? 

A pan of the answer could be that 
we no longer find either challenge or 
excitement in providing for everyday 
needs. The source of tms challenge is 
the quest for perfection. We have 
substituted technology for culture, 
given up the quest for perfection, 
and with it. the ability to do ordinan' 
things well. 

THE STRUCTURAL imbalance in 
the labour force of Israel can only be 
corrected by. setting up industries 
which provide, in the main, for ev- 
eryday needs. As I suggested earlier, 
about 200,000 workers need to be 
drifted from the services to the goods 
sector. They will mostly be engaged 
in producing everyday goods for 
which there is a constant worldwide 


demand, and at a price level which is 
competitive with Japan. Taiwan or 
South Korea. This .will require a 
drastic reduction in factor costs, 
which in turn will require a drastic 
lowering of the tax burden, perhaps 
to half or less of what it is today. 

A reduction in factor costs will 
increase competitiveness, but will 
also lower the national income. Out- 
put must therefore be increased. 
Even if this increase restores the 
national income to its earlier level, 
government revenues will fall. 
However, this cannot, be permitted 
as long as the debt service and de- 
fence burden remain. National in- 
come must therefore be increased to 
maintain government revenues at 
the required level. Therefore pro- 
duction. and exports, must increase 
still further. As a result, per capita 
income will double or triple. Finally, 
sectoral priorities must be asserted, 
and the output of the services sectors 
held in check until the goods sectors 
reach the required strength. 

1 How would this afreet the worker/ 
work equation? Improvisation must 
yield to professionalism and perfec- 
tionism. Productive work as well as 
vocational training must be avail- 
able. Retraining must keep up with 
technological change, so that an in- 
dustrial worker of 50 will not find 
himself out of work after 25 years. 
On the other hand, jobs that are no 
longer needed should no longer be 
done for pay. Worker mobility must 
not be impeded by absurd housing 
costs. Finally, it should be under- 
stood that better work would bring 
higher wages. 

. Translating the above strategy 
into action will require detailed plan- 
ning. Workers would resist being 
shifted from one vocation to 
another, and in my opinion justifi- 
ably so, if there is no dear and 
credible vision of a better future. 
The key notion is that of planning by 
consensus, examples of which are 
provided by the "package deals.” 
Indeed, the most significant achieve- 
ment of these deals may be the 
demonstration that planning by con- 
sensus is possible even in this most 
fractious and quarrelsome of na- 
tions. 

BEGIN WITH a time frame, say 
seven years, and a growth target for 
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the GNP, say twofold. This implies a 
growth rate of about 10 per cent per 
yer. which is technically feasible. 
Next, set up the sodal goals: say 
70.000 workers have to be shifted 
out of the services and into industry 
in seven years, or 10,000 per year.' 
Jobs and training have to be pro- 
vided for them. Then do the sums: 
halving the tax load in ten years 
would require a 10 per cent decrease 
per year. 

If other factor costs are also re- 
duced, the economy will be stimu- 
lated to produce more. By how much 
per year? Five per cent, or 10. or 15? 
Will it result in a net decrease, or in a 
net increase in the national income? 
Do the sums again. Show how ex- 
ports and tourism are going to be 
increased. Estimate the demands 
that will be made upon the system of 
education and vocational training. 
Rework the distribution of the 
population, especially in develop- 
ment towns which are not develop- 
ing. 

Estimate the resources which 
would be required, and how they 
would be mobilized (the outlook for 
mobilizing the required resources is 
more promising for Israel than for

by the state comptroller. The two 
parties whom Tunik faulted only for 
over-spending exceeded their ceiling 
by less than IS60m. (the Alignment 
by IS42.9m. and Morasbaby IS6m.). 

On the other hand, the three par- 
ties faulted both for overspending 
and for accepting funds from corpo- 
rate bodies all overspent by well over 
IS60m. Here are some details. 

.Aharon Abuhatzeiras T ami Par- 
ty's spending ceiling was ISlOOm.. 
but it spent IS382m. . or close to four 
times as much. In addition it 
accepted $10,000 from an overseas 
corporate body.

Ezer Weizman’s Yahad Party 
overspent on a colossal scale.

economists and calculators has suc- 
ceeded.”

In addition, Yahad accepted con- 
tributions from corporate bodies in 
Israel and abroad, and a substantial 
number of large contributions from 
anonymous donors, and as to their 
nature, "it did not give any explana- 
tion."

Not necessarily. Because Tunik 
has not revealed the names of the 
parties that he thinks may have 
ascribed some large contributions to 
individuals although they actually 
came from corporate bodies. 

Why the secrecy? Maybe it would 
be libellous to name names, but 
maybe not. When Tunik says that 
contributions as high as $500,000 
reportedly made by individuals 
"give rise to the thought” that they 
represented a circumvention of the 
ban on corporate contributions, we 
can be sure that he is employing the 
understatement characteristic of the 
state comptroller, whoever holds the 
post. 

It should be noted, too, that the 
state comptroller’s report on cam- 
paign expenditure in the Tenth 
Knesset elections did not even spe- 
cify the amount of overspending by 
particular parties, stating only the 
total overspent. We welcome the 
change, but it shows that the state 


He would be advised also to try to 
interview the people, many of whom 
are still around, who were engaged 
in the Bricha and Aliya Beth.

Shimon Peres, in a Knesset debate 
in July 1983 on state financing of 
political parties, asked rhetorically: 

"Do you want the parties to have 
to bow and scrape before mil- 
lionaires, speculators, and impor- 
ters?" 

But Tunik asks: When large sums 
are involved, is there really any 
difference in this respect between 
private and corporate contributions? 
Just as large contributions can create 
a party obligation to a corporate 
contributor, they can do the same 
with respect to an individual contri- 
butor. 

He notes that the U.S. law limits 
contributions by individuals to 
$25,000 in a calendar year. And he 
suggests that the Knesset consider 
setting a ceiling on such contribu- 
tions. 

WHAT IS PUZZLING about all 
this is Tunik’s statement that cir- 
cumvention of the ban on corporate 
contributions "is not always possible 
to prove." 

One can easily believe that it isn’t. 
But doesn’t one infer from that re- 
mark that the state comptroller did 
not do too much digging. There is a 
provision in the State Comptroller's ' 
Law requiring (not authorizing) him 
to inform the attorney general if in 
the exerase of his duties he discovers 
something that leads him to believe

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most other countries). Make a pn> 
jeciion for the annual increase of the 
per capita GNP for these seven 
vears. Do the sums again and again 
until a brief, consistent, comprehen- 
sive and comprehensible blueprint is 
readv. 

Go with this to the government. 
The Histadrut and the manufactur- 
ers, and haggle for a few months. 
Hammer out an agreement on the 
basic principles, and leave the de- 
tailed implementation as much as 
possible to private enterprise. Set up 
an independent agency to monitor 
the economy, and compel the signa- 
tories to do the navigating if the 
economic auto-pilot falters. Above 
all. try to set up an auto-pilot that 
does not falter! 

At the risk of pointing out the 
obvious. I would like to state that 
one does not have to wait for the 
government to produce a blueprint 
for economic recovery’. This could 
be done just as well, and faster, by 
concerned citizens. It is just possible 
that, armed with a blueprint, one 
could arouse public opinion and 
galvanize the authorities into action.

From the wording of Tunik’s re- 
port, one cannot tell just how strong 
his suspicions are. 

THE STATE comptroller and the 
Knesset often see eye to eye. It's the 
two of them against a government 
department, or some stupid 
bureaucratic procedure. Bui the 
comptroller has a built-in problem 
when it comes to the Political Parties 
Financing Law. The Knesset, its 
Committee on State Control, and 
the individual MKs. are interested 
parties. Asking the Knesset to limit 
contributions by individuals is like 
asking the cat to stay away from the 
bowl of cream. 

This may be why Tunik did not 
bother to make the obvious recom- 
mendation that violations other than 
overspending be subject to a sepa-' 
rate penalty. 

The total amount expended in the 
campaign was IS6.1 billion, of which 
ISl.Sb. was paid by the Treasury. In 
addition, the Treasury will reim- 
burse the parties for pan of the 
credit charges they paid to banks for 
loans. 

This is a helluva lot of cash. Tunik 
says in the last paragraph of his 
report Even the non-state funds 
could have been spent for more 
productive purposes. 

_ "The time has come" — he says in 
his last sentence - "to examine this 
phenomenon and to seek ways of 
curtailing the expenditure.”
